_ Secondly, It would follow by this Re- 
ſiturion, and temperate Compoſition, That 
ſuch as remain with the Polleſſion of Ab- 
by-Lands and Eccleſiaſtical Livings in the 
manner aforeſaid,might hold them ſecurely, 
they and thejr Heirs , without {cruple or 
danger to God or the World, which by 
no-other means, it ſcemeth, can be aſſured 
them, either in pers of the one or the 
other. For in re{pe& of Gad and theur 
Conſcience, I have already ſaid that tis 
very hard to ſee how they may be al 
ſured any other ways. For as for the See 
Apoſtolick, though it may in certain caſes 
diſpoſe of Livings left to the fear) from 
- one uſe to another ;. yet to the cad their 
Ep may be available, and the Pol- 
ſeflor's Conſcience free, there are requires 
many Conditions and Circumſtances which 
will hardly | be found or verified an Our 
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tion of Chrift's Vicar muſt be free wii: 
out all conſtraint, fear or reſpet of avoiding 


greater inconveniences, and then the com: | 


mutation ought to be with conſent of ! 
Parties: intereſſed, or that'-have claim, if 
there be any, as here are many, to wit, | 
all Religious Orders and other . Ecclef- 
aſtical People, beſides the Succeſfors and 
Kindred of them, that gave the Lands, * 
which would hardly agree to let the faid 
Livings to be utterly alienated as they 


are; Moreover the Commutation tobe 


as Rehigious Orders ſhall come to grow and 


good in Conſcience, ought to be too. 
ood an uſe, or better for the time pre- 
ent, and glory of God, than was the firſt -! 
Inſtitution of the Givers and Founders; 
and which of themſelves might be pre- 
fumed, if they were alive again, and ſaw 
the circumſtances of our Times, that they 
would allow, or not miſlike of the ſame. 
All which is ſo far off from our Eagel 
caſe, as all Men of judgment do eafily 


ſee. 


In reſpe& ofrhe World alfo, and of tem- 
ral Juſtice, there is no great ſecurity to the 
olleflors of theſe Lands, without ſome | 
{uch ſound Order and Agreement asthis. is; | 
for that ever there will be murmuring and ' | 
puſhing at' them and- their Children; and _ 
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wax ſtrong 1n England again, they will & 
have a ſaying to their old Tenants, In- 
vaders, or Detainers of their Lands one 
way or other ; and it would be ao 
of infinite ſuits. and troubles, and -as the 
Prince ſhould be affeted. for the preſent, 
or interefled in the matter one way or 0- 
ther, ſo would he- favour or disfavour ; 
all which would be matter of great incon- 
veniences, and wholly cut off by this ocher 


Way. 


Thirdly, It would follow by this manner 
of Reſtitution, that the Church of Exg- 
land would be furniſhed again quickly, to 
wit, within the ſpace of five or ſix Years 
(which might be the time allowed for 
the aforeſaid Council of Reformation, . to 
diſpoſe of things ) of more variety of Re- 
ligious Orders, Houſes, Abbys, Nunne- 
ries, Hoſpitals, Seminaries, and other like .

I ſay of more variety of Religious Mo- 
numents, and more to the purpoſe for the 


preſent good of Ergland ; for that they

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would not be ſo great perhaps, nor 
Majeſtical, nor yet ſo rich, nor wouldhe 
needful for the beginning, but rather in 
place of ſo great Houſes, and thoſe for 
the moſt part of one, or ewo, or three Or. | 
ders, and thoſe alſo contemplative, that at 
tended principally to their own Spiritral | 


good, and for that purpoſe were builded 


ordinarily in places remote from Conver- |

Fourthly, would follow of this Reſtitu- | 
tion, the Stay, Pillar, and Foundation df |!

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holpen by this common Purſe, and with« 
out this will hardly, or never be done. 


Reparations wonderfully great, that will 
be needful after ſo long a "Tempeſt, Storm; 
and Shipwrack, Catholicks will be. poor 
for divers Years, and the Works will be 
many, great, and coſtly that muſt be done z 
as namely, "The variety of Monaſteries, and 
Religious before-mentioned, both for Men 
and Women ; repairing, enlarging and 
multiplying of Churches, increaſing -of 
poor Benefices, reſtoring of Hoſpitals, pro- 
viſion of free Schools, ere&ion of. Semi- 
naries both for the Youth of our Nation, 
as alſo for others round about us infeted, 
of whoſe reduction we muſt alſo: have 
care. The founding of publick Leftars 
in our Univerſities, and . aſſiſting many 
particular Colleges that lack Maintenance, 
and Rent, and a thouſand particular wants, 
needs, and neceſſities more than are,. and 
will appear ia the beginning, for the new 
ſetting up of our Catholick Church again ; 
for which if we have not {ome ſuch comp 
mon Purſe, as this is, - the matter, will go 
very ſlowly forwards, and the Reforma» 
tion never ſuch as it ought to be. Where«

Of his Holineſs allo the like were to be

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CHAP. VII. 


' Of divers other Points that will belong to 
the Council of Reformation to deal in, 


Itherto only hath been treated of 
Abby-Lands and Eccleſiaſtical Li- 
vings to be colletted, imployed, and 
diſpoſed by this Council, and Religious 
Orders to be replanted ; but many other 
Points do yet remain, for that the whole 
weight of Reſtitution, both of the Ex- 
ternal and Internal face of our Erglijþ 
Church, and the perfect reparation both 
material and formal of rhe ſame, .will de- 
pend principally of the Authority, Wiſ- 
dom, Zeal, Magnanimity, and Piety of 
this Council ; and for this purpoſe ſuch 
principal branches as come now to my 
Mind, I will here {et down. 
Firſt of all jt will appertain to theſe 
Mea to ferd Commiſſioners abroad into 
tne Realm, anJ to have ordinary Cor- 
reſpondeace in all the Shires of Exgland, 
tlereby to adviſe from time to time, what 
ae the greateſt wants, and what firſt 1s 


to be remedied or provided for: As for 
G Ex- 
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| Example, here Preachers, here Confeſſor, 
here Prieſts to ſay Maſs, here Seminarig 
here Schools, here Monaſteries, here Cl. 
leges, here Nunneries, | here Hoſpitals, her | 
building, or enlarging, or repairing of old 
Pariſh-Charches, with their Sacriſties, & 
Reveſtries, Tabernacles, Clurch-Houſe, 
publick 'Croſles, and the like ; whereof 1 
ſhall treat more in 'ſome particular Chap 
ters afterwards in the Second Part of thi 
Memorial. And for that the Reverence of 
Religion, and motive of Devotion tott 
People, doth greatly depend of + thele 
external things, it muſt be one principal 
care of this Council to have them wel 

reformed, and praCtical Men fent about 
the ſame. 

The like neceſſity will be alſo toaus 
ment the Livings of certain Curates and 
Paſtors, in many places, and to increak 
in {ome others, where one is not ſuffic: 
ent, as commonly it will not be conve 
nizne for one only Prieſt to live af 
where alone, if it may be remedied ini 
ſpect of wanting a Confeſſor for bimfel 
or otiers, when he ſhould be ſick, exc 
the Pariſh lay ſonear to ſome other, as 
all neceſſities they might give mutual he 
one to the other, as if they lived togethet-

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For ſinging and hearing. of Maſs alſo at 


the beginning , order mult be taken that” 


divers Pariſhes repair to one upon Su- 
days, and great Holy-days, and that Prieſts 
be ſo diſtributed, as they may ſupply the 
beſt that may be, until better proviſion 
can be made, and perhaps it would not 
be amiſs to call in ſome ftranger 
Prieſts, for a time, Men of Edifi- 
cation and Vertue, fuch as might be pro- 
cured by means of ſome Pious and Zealous 
Biſhops of Foreiga Countries, and by 
Commendation and EleCtion of ſome Re- 
ligious Orders, that keep Schools, and do 
know the Vertue of every one, and being 
requeſted by our Council of Reforma- 
tion, would have care to direCt only ſuch 
Men unto us as ſhould be for the purpole ; 
who being divided about the Realm, and 
convenient Stipends appointed them; with- 
out appropriation of any Benefice ( for that 
would have inconvenience ) they would 
greatly eaſe and help our Exgliſh Clergy, 
until it be increaſed and grown ſtronger ; 
and theſe Strangers would ſerve to ſay 
Maſs , and adminiſter ſome Sacraments 
in Pariſh-Churches, and might ſupply alſo 
the Labour and Fun&ion of ſame Canons, 
for ſinging in the Quire and divers Cathe- 


dral and Collegiate Churches, where other 
| G 2 Pros 
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Provifion of our own Nation could nothe 


ſo ſoon made. And it perchance would 


be leſs hurt to paſs on with theſe Strangers 
for a time, who afterwards may be re 
moved, if they ſhould not prove well, 
than for haſte and want to make up a 
number of unable or evil Prieſts of our 
own, who would be ever after a Seed of 
Corruption and Diſorder to the whoke 
Realm: of which point I ſhall ſay al 
more in the Second Part, when I come | 
to ſpeak of Seminaries; where no Prieſts 
at all could be planted at the beginning, | 
there ſome honeſt and diſcreet Perſon or 
Perſons of the Pariſh or.of the next t0 
it, though they be Lay-men, were to be ab 
{igned to have care of the Church Reveltry, 
and Prieſt's Houſe, and to ſee all dreiſed 
up, and kept in good order; and that pre- 
ſently ſuch things -as were to be redreſſed 
or bulded up for the neceflity or decent 
uſe of all, when Prieſts could be had, ſhould 
be out of hand beginning to be put in 
order, and Mony to be allotted rthereunto * 
by the Council according to the Inform 
tion given of the neceſlities; for whial 
effett divers Viſitors, Commiſfaries - at 
 Under-officials, ſhould continually beim 
-ployed to adyertiſe and ſte how-matters&

of the Reformation of. Englend. 
Andas for the Church-ſervice, if it may 
not be had as were to be wiſhed every where 
at the beginning, nor that it can elſe be done 


io all places by a Prieſt or Deacon, or by one 
in Holy Orders, yet at leaſtwiſe ſome ſuch 


might be appointed to ſce ſome good or- 
der kept ; and that the Bell be rung thrice 
a day to the Angels Salutation, and that 
upon Holy-days at leaſt ( if not more of- 
ten ) the People be called together to the 
Church bythe common Bell, there to pray 
alone in private Prayer, if no publick can 
be ſaid ( as perhaps there may ) at leaſt 
wiſe the Service of our Lady may be ſaid 
by ſome one or other, or many together, 
and ſome Homily or Spiritual Book read, 
and ſome Inſtruction given how to ſay 
every one the Beads, and other like helps; 
to the end that Prophanity, Atheiſm, or 
forgetfulneſs of. God and 'Godlineſs enter 
not at the beginning before Prieſts may 
be had. | 
_- A Calendar is to be drawn out and a- 
greed upon for the Holy-days that are to 
be obſerved in Erglapd; few and well 
kept were much better than many with 
hurt of the Commonwealth and ,Difſolu- 
tion of manners, It is no ſmall temporal 


*ofs for poor labouring Men, that live and 
(3 3 maintain 


diſcreet Lay-man, -as before is mentioned, 
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maintain their Families upon the labour * 
of their hands, to have 6 great a num- 

ber of vacant days as in ſome Countries 
there be, whereby the poor are brought | 
to great neceſſity, and the Realm much 
| hindered in things that otherwiſe might 
be done, and Corruption of Manners by | 
idleneſs much increaſed. For remedy of | 
the firſt, which is the multitude of Holy- 
days, (I mean beſides Surdays) let it be 
conſidered, whether this Moderation a: © 
moneg(t others might not be admitted, that 
ſome days had only Obligation to hear 
Maſs, and that afterwards Men ſhouid 
work, and that nothing ſhould be taken 
from labouring Men's wages for this time 
ſpent in hearing! of Maſs ; ſo that this loſs 
would fall only upon the richer ſort thatare 
better able to bear it. Holy-days might 
be for half a day only, to wit, for the 
Forenoon, and that after Dinner, every | 
Man ſhould work, and that this ſhould 
not be left to every Man's proper willto | 
work or to make Holy-days at his plea 
ſure ; for that many out of idleneſs would 
play, and induce others to the ſame; but ' 
only the order ſet down ſhould be inyw 

lably kept. 


For 
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For the Second Point, which is to keep. 
well theſe Holy-days that are commanded, 
it will import much that certain good Ex- 
erciſes be appointed to. occupy and enter- 
tain the People upon theſe ſet days ; and 
theſe may be partly Spiritual, as Service 
ſaid, or {1aging the Church-mattins, Maſs, 
Even-Song , Preaching, reading of Homi- 
lies, Cateciulings, or teaching the Chrie 
ſtian Doctrine to the People, wherein great 
care and. ſpecial labour ſhould be employ+ 
ed at the beginning, and ſome other t.x- 
erciſes may be of honeſt entertainment, and 
Relaxation of Mind, which may keep the 
common fort from more diſorderly Games 
and amongſt other things, the going of one 
Pariſh to another in Proceſſion, upon cheir 
Feſtival days, is not the worſt,. if ſome 
little abuſes be taken away, which were 
crept in, and might be remedied by teach- 
ing them to go with Devotion, ſaying their 
Beads, the Litanies, and the like, and ſome 
Men appointed to repeat the principal 
points of the Saints Lives, which they 
celebrate; and by this means alſo one 
poor Pariſh helpeth another for the main- 
tenance of their Church, albeit the Coun- 
cil of Reformation may take order, a- 
 mongſt other points, that every Pariſh- 


Church have {ome particular Rent in a 
G 4 common 
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common Purſe for their maintenance with. 
out asking Alms of the People. Orde 
may be taken alſo to bring in certain 
Brotherhoods and Societies in every Pariſh © 
that ſhall be capable thereof, whoſe pecy. 
liar profeſhon may be to treat upon Holy- 
days of all good works, and reforming 
of ſuch abuſes or wants as ſhall be diſco 
ver'd. And theſe Societies muſt have r- 
tain Priviledges, Preeminences, and Ex | 
emptions for them that do their Office 
well, and Chaſtiſement for the contrary; 
but all muſt be ſubje& and ſubordinateto 
the Ordinary : For of Exemptions of Con- 
fraternities from Viſitation of their Br 
ſhops, many diſorders and inconveniences 
have been ſeen in other Countries, 
And above all other Confraternities or 
Socicties, one of the Chriſtian Dottrine 
would be the moſt neceſſary in every 
Pariſh at the beginning, whereof the Cu- 
rate 'may be the head, and ſome otherof 
the graver ſort and principal Men of the 
Pari/h may be adjoyned, and their Office 
may be to be preſent on Holy-days, when 
Diſputation is held amongſt. the Children 
publickly in the Church, and procure that 
nome be away. And' it ſhould -be good, 
that ſome particalar emolument ſhouldre: 
fule to theſe Men for their diligence, nh 
dE wor cud een pros 
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| that there were ſome. particular Rent alſo 
to buy rewards for their Children that 
ſhall prevail in this Diſputation, which 
would animate greatly both them and their 
Parents, and others to be preſent, and 
perfect in the DoCtrine. And to this Con- 
fraternity of Chriſtian DoQrine might be 
joyned, in the beginning, the Society alſo 
of the Bleſſed Sacrament in the little 
Pariſhes where more Societies could not 
be put 1n ure, whoſe principal charge *tis 
( I mean the Confraternity of the Sa- 
crament of the Altar ) to accompany the 
Body of our Saviour with Lights and 6- 
ther Actions of honour, when it 1s car- 
Nec abroad to the Sick, and 1n other occa- 
10Ns, 

And for that in noother thing God hath 
been more diſhonoured in Exglaxd than 
in matters touching this heavenly Sacra- 
ment, it will be reaſon that particular re- 
compence be made therein at the very 
firſt entrance of Religion again. 

Some ſuch Officer as the Romans called 
their Cenſor ro look that no Man lived 
idly, nor brought up his Children with- 
out ſome Exerciſe and means to live, 
would be of importance for this Refor- 
| Mation, And this man might call to ac- 
count alſo ſuch Men as lived ſuſpitioully 
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or ſcandalouſly, as by Carding and Dicing, 
or ſpent riotouily any way his own Goods 
or his Wives. And the hike Commiſh- 
oners were to be ſent to the Univerſities 
to reform them to the beſt utility of the 
Commonwealth, and of thoſe that ſtudy 
in them, and for drawing of ſtrangers to 
frequent them, as in other Countries. 
And the like Viſitation and Reforma- 
tion may be made of the Univertities of 
our common Laws; to wit; of the Inns 
of Courts and Chancery in Lozaox. And 
this concerning both Manners and Learn- 
ing ; and certain skilful, prudent and ptous 
Men, may have Commiſſion to conſult 


what were to be redrefled abeut the com- 


mon Laws, either for learning, teaching) 


or praCtice of the ſame, to the end the 


Prince and Parliament might afterwards 
determine thereof. | 

And the like about our Colleges, Halls, 
and manner of reading both of Philoſophy 
and Divinity, Phyſick, Civil and Com- 
mon Laws, and other Sciences in the U- 
niverſities. 

And amongſt other Points, to conſider 
whether a Third Univerſity were not ne- 
ceſſary in the North parts of England, as 
at Durham, Richmond, New-Caftle or the 
like place in theſe quarters, for rhe better 
poliſhing 
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poliſhing of thoſe parts towards Scorland, 
and planting + learned Men in the 
fame, ſeeing they have need; and that the 
other two Univerſities which we have al- 
ready, are both of them far towards the 
South, and many of the North parts can- 
not ſo conveniently fend their Children unto 
them. 
And divers other Countries have three 
Univerſities, within -much leſs circuit than 
theſe three would be. ' A like: Conlidera- 
tioa alſo might be, whether it were not 
expedient to have a third Archbiſhoprick 
n Expglard; for example, at Briſtol or 
thereabouts, which might have for his Suffra- 
gant Biſhopricks, thoſe of the Weſt Coun- 
try, and more parts of Wales, that lye 
near about. And hereby might the Arett- 
biſhoprick of Canterbury's charge and la- 
bour be eaſed much, and the Metropoli- 
tan Viſitations from three Years to three 
Years, more commodiouſly performed, 
and yet ſufficient priviledges and preemi- 
nence left to che ſaid Archbiſhop and 
Primate of Canterbury, according to the 
ancient dignity of the ſaid Church, 
, . In like manner it may be put in Deli- 
beration, whether the number of Biſhops, 
in ſome part of the Realm, were not to 


be increaſed, for the better governing \n 
tne 
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the Clergy, or at leaſtwye that their cir. 
cuits were better divided, ſome of them 
being, at the preſent, very ample and lz 
bourſome, as Lincoln, Tork, and ſome 6 
ther ; and 'in ſome other places, perhaps | 
the Livings of ſome other Biſhopricks 

were to be augmented for better main- 

taining of the Dignity, though ordinarily r 
this is the leaſt want of our Biſhops in 
our Realm ; and the authority of the Place is 


better maintained by opinion of Gravity, ; 
Learning, Wiſdom, and Holineſs, than 
by much abundance of Riches. 
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CHAP. IX. 


There enſue more matters that appertain ta 
the Council of Reformation. 


Hough I have touched divers points, 
yet follow there more belonging to 
this Council, among which one very ſpe- 
cial is as hath been ſignified before, the 
icular care that ought to be had 
of eretting of Seminaries at the very be- 
ginning for the encreaſe of the Clergy, and 
this in every Biſheprick , according to the 
Order of the Council of Trext. And be- 
fore that Men be interefled in the Livings 
either of Biſhopricks or Benefices, all the 
Eccleſiaſtical Livings of the' Realm mught 
be ſearched what each one might contrt- 
bute to the ereftions and maintenance of 
theſe Seminaries, which may be at ſuch 
an eaſie rate, as hone had need to feel it; 
and yet may the Furniture for Education 
of Engliſh youth be ſuch, by theſe means, 
as no Realm in the World will have the 
like; and all theſe Seminaries may be 1- 
vided into two or three parts, -according 
to the number of the Univerſities or Arch- 
biſbopricks ; 
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one great Seminary, wherein only the 


courſe of Divinity and Philoſophy may he 


read, and in the other abroad that are 
ſubordinate to theſe may be read Gram- 


mar, Humanity and Rhetorick alone, and 


as the Scholars ſhall grow fit they may he 
transferred to the great Seminaries of the 
Vaiverſities. ” 
The like care muſt be had for wellor- 
dering of Grammar-Schools, what Books 
are to be read, and what manner of Ma- 
ſters are to be allowed, as alſo for other 
Schools for Children, Writing, Reading, 
and caſting of Accounts by Arithmetick, 
which greatly doth awaken and ſharpen the 
wits of young Children,and make them the 
more able Men for their Commonwealth, 
if it be taught with care and good order 
as in other Countries it is, where Chil- 
dren are wont to be examined in publick, 


and made to Compoſe, Divide and Mut 


tiply numbers upon the ſuddain, and with- 


.out Book, and rewards propoſed to them 


that do beſt. And in all Schools muſt 


there be particular order alfo for teaching of 


the Chriſtian Do&trine, and divers proos 
appointed. for the ſame. - Publick and pri- 


vate Libraries muſt be ſearched and 'Ex- 
-amined for Books, as alſo all Book-binders, 


Stationers, 
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biſhopricks ; and every Univerſity have 


Stationers, and Bookſellers Shops, and not 
only beretical Books and  jpampbylets, 
but alſo prophane, vain, laſcivious, and 
other ſuch hurtful and dangerous Poyſons, 
are utterly to be removed, vurnt, ſuppzeſ- 
ſed, and ſevere order and puniſhment 
appointed for 'ſ{uch as ſhall conceal theſe 
kind-of Writings ; and like order ſet down 
for printing of good things for the time 
to come. It would be of great impor- 
tance, that in every City or great Shire 
' Town, there ſhould be ſer up a certain 
poor Man's Bank or Treaſury that might 
be an{werable to that which is called Mozte 
della Pieta, 1n great Cities of 1raly; to 
wit, where poor Men might either- freely 
or with very little intereſt have Mony upon 
Sureties, and not to be forced to take 1t up 
at intolerable. Uſury , as oftentimes it hap- | 
peneth, to the utter undoing. and general 
hurt of the Commonwealth ; and for 
maintenance of theſe Banks, ſome Rents or 
Stocks of Mony were to be aſſigned by 
the Council of Reformation, out of the 
common Purſe at the beginning, and af- 
terwards divers good People, at their 
deaths, would leave more, and Preachers 
were to be put in mind to remember the 
matter in Pulpits, and Curates and Con- 


teſfors in all good occaſions, either of Teſta- 
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ments when they are made, or of caſes of | 
Reſtitution when they ſhould fall out, 


and other ſuch occaſions. The like good 
uſe were to be brought in, that Ghoſtly 
Fathers in hearing Confefſtions and other- 


wiſe ſhould admoniſh their Spiritual Chil. 


dren, among other works of Piety, to 
vitit Hoſpitals and fick People, as alf 
publick Priſons, and enjoin it ſome times 
tor Penance and parc of SatisfaQtion, eſpe- 
cially to principal People whoſe Examptke 
would do much good to others, and-by 
the FaCt to themſelves. And to the end 
there ſhould not be ſo much repugnance 
therein, as commonly is wont to be in de- 
licate Perſons, the Hoſpitals were to be 
kept fine, cleanly, and handſome ; and pub- 
lick Priſons were to be inlarged with 
Courts and open Halls for People to viſit 
them by day, and relieve them with their 


Alms;though by night they were kept more 


ſtrait. And above all other things, con- 
venient place is to be made in all Priſons 
to ſay and hear Maſs, and for Spiritual 


Men to make Exhortations to the Priſc- 


ners, ſeeing that beſides the chaſtiſements 
of their Bodies, the ſalvation of their 
Souls..is alſo to be ſought ; and oftentimes 
they are in better diſpoſition to hear good 
Council, and profit themſelves thereby, 


ſtanding 
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tanding in the Priſon, than when they 
were abroad. 

And for this effett only ( that is to 
ay) for looking to Priſoners, and procurin 
che comfort, relief and inſtruQtion of ſuc 
35 be in neceſſity therein, divers” Societies 
and Confraternities are ſeen to be inſtitu« 
red in other Countries, where Charity 
doth flouriſh, and ought to be alſo in ours, 
and the publick Priſons for this reſpe& 
(of the Shires) were to be put 1n prin- 
cipal Towns and Cities where theſe So- 
cieties might be erected, and an extract 
or ſummary of all the charitable works, 
accuſtomed to be done in other great 
Cities, by the Confraternities and cther 
ways, as namely in Rome, Naples, Milan, 
Madrid, and Seville, were to be had and 
conſidered by our Council of Reforma- 
tion, and put in ure, as much as nught 
be conveniently in Exglard. 

A general Story of. all the moft notable 
things that have hapned in this time of Per- 
ſccution, were to be gathered, and the 
matter co be commended to Men of 
Ability, Zeal, and Judgment for doing 
the fame. And when time ſhall ſerve to 
ons of the See Apoſtolick, That due 
onour may be: done to our Martyrs, and 
Churches, Chapels, and other memories 

pt H builc 
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built in the place where they ſufered, 
and namely at Tyburn, where perhaps ſome 
Religious HGuſe of the third Order of 
St. Francis, called Capuchins, or ſome 
other ſuch of Edification and Example 
for the People, would be ereCted, as a 
near Pilgrimage or place of Devotion, for 
the City of Loxdon, and others to repair 
unto. 

Before this Council make an end of 
their Office, or reſign the ſame, which 
( as before has been ſignified) may be af- 
ter ſome competent number of Years, 
when they ſhall have ſettled, and alfo 
ſecured the ſtate of Catholick Religion, 
and employed the Lands and Rents com- 
mitted to their charge ( and this were to 
be done with the greateſt expedition that 
might be )) it would be very much netel: 
ſary that they ſhould leave fome good and 
ſound manner of Jnquifirion eſtabliſhed 
for the conſervation of that which they 
have planted : For that, during the time 
of their authority, perhaps ir would be 
beſt to ſpare the ame of Jnquifition 
at the firſt beginning, in ſo new and greel 
a State of Religion, as ours muſt n 
be, after ſo many Years of Hereſie, A- 
theiſm, and other Difſolutions, ' may chance 


offend and exaſperate more than ops 
ut 
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but afterwards it will be neceſſary ta bring 
it in either by that or (@me other name, 
25 ſhall be thought moſt convenient-far the 


flide dow and fall again. EY 
What form -and manner of Inquiſition 
to bring in, whether that of Spaix ( whoſe 
rigour 15 miſliked by ſome) or that which 
is uſed in divers parts of [a/y, ( whoſe 
coldneſs is reprehended by more ) or that 
of Rome it ſelf, which ſeemeth to take a 
kind of middle way between both, isnot ſo 
clic to determine, but the time it ſelf will 
ſpeak, when the day ſhall come, and per- 
haps ſome mixture of all will not be, a- 
miſs for Exgland; and as for divers points 
of the diligent and exact manner of p20- 
ceeding tn Spatn, they are ſo neceſſary, 
33 without them, no matter of moment 
can be expeCted, and ſome wg Council 
of Delegates from his Holineſs in this af- 
fair, muſt reſide in the Court, to direct 
and to give heart and authority to the 0- 
ther Commiſſioners abroad, as in Speirs is 
uled, or elſe all will anguiſh. Their 
Separations of their Priſons alfo from con- 
courſe of People that may do hurt to the 
Iriſoners, is abſolutely neceſfary, as in like 
manner is ſome ſharp execution of Juſtice

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time; for that without this care, all will <A: ! 
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beit all manner of ſweet and effeQual 

means are to be tryed firſt to inform and 
inſtru&t the Parties by Conference of the 
Learned, and by the Labour and Induſtry 
of Pious and Diligent Men, for which 
effect ſome particular method and order 
Is to be ſet down and obſerved; and 
more attention 1s to be had to this, for 
that it is the gain-of their Souls, thanto 
the execution only of puniſhment aſſigned 
by Eccleſiaſtical Canons, though thisallo 
is to be done, and that with.. reſolution, 
as before hath been ſaid, when the former 
ſweet means by no way will take place. 
And finally this Council of :Reformation 
is to leave the :Church of Ex9lend, and 
temporal ſtate, f fo :far- forth as apper- 


' taineth to Religion) 'as a Garden newly 


planted, with all kind and variety of ſweet 
Herbs, Flowers, "Trees, and Seeds, and - 
fortified as a ſtrong Caſtle, with all nc- 
ceflary defence for continuance and pre- 
ſervation of the ſame, ſo as England may 
be a ſpeRacle for the reſt of.che Chriſt:

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CHAP. X 


Of the Parliament of England, and what 
were to be conſidered, or reformed about 
the ſame, or by the ſame. + | 


OR that the Ezgliſb Parliament, by 

old received cuſtom of the Realm, 

is the Fountain, as it were, of all publick 
Laws, and ſettled Orders within the Land, 
one principal care is to be had that this 
high Court and Tribunal be well rt- 
formed and eſtabliſhed at the beginning, 
for a performance whereof, certain Men 
may be authorized by the Prince and 
Body of the Kingdom to conſider of the 
points that appertain to this effe&, and 
among, ather, of theſe following. Firft, of 
the number and quality of the that muſt 
enter and have Voice in the two Houſes: 
And for' the higher Houſe, ſeeing that 
Voices 1n old time put alfo divers Abbots, 
as the World knoweth, it may be con- 

lidered, ' whether now when we are n0t 

like to have Abbots quickly, of ſuch great- 

nels ang authority in the Commonwealth, 

as thee old were, it were not reaſon * 
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make ſome recompence by admitting ſome 
other principal Men of theſe Orders thar 
had intereſt in times paſt; as for exam- 
ple, ſome Provincials, or Viſitors of 
St. Benet's Order, ſeeing that the ſaid 
Order, and others that had only Abbots 
in England, are now har as in other 
Countries, and have therein Generals, 
Provincials, and Vilitors,. above their Ab- 
bots; and with the ſame Reformation it 
will be convenient perhaps, to admit them 
now into our Country, when they ſhall 
be reſtored, and not 1n all points, as they 
were before. Secondly, about the Lower 
Houſe it may be thought on, whether 
the number of Burgefſes were not to be 
reſtrained to greater Towns and Cities 
only. And for that in this Houſe, as well 
as1n the Upper, matters are handled that 
belong to the Realm in general, whether 
ſome mixture of Eccleſiaſtical and Reli- 
gious were not to be admitted, as well 
as 12 the higher Houſe, as namely of ſome 
Deans, or Archdeacons, or of ſome heads 
of Colleges or Univerſities, and ſome 
mBrvers 4 or Viſitors, or ſpecial Men 
to be choſen of ſome Religious Orders to 
be intermixt amongſt the Burgeſſes and 
Knights of the Shires, as Biſhops and 


Abbats were amongſt the Temporal Nq- 
H 4 bility 
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bility of the higher Houſe, ſeeing that 
theſe Men both for Piety, Prudence and 
Learning, and for their experience in the 
Commonweal, and praftice abroad, eſpe. 
cially ſome of them that might be pickt 
out for the purpaſe, may be preſumed 
to be able to give as good advice in all 
points, belonging to the good Laws and 
Ordinations for Manners and Government, 
as Burgeſſes and Knights of the Shire, 
that ordinarily are gathered for furniſhing of 
this Houle, and in particular they would 
have a ſpecial eye to the aſſurance and 
preſervation of Catholick Religion, which 
15 a principal conſideration. 

For chaſing of Knights of the Sures, 
as alſo Burgelles, a more perfe& and ex- 
act Order were to be ſet down, and les 
ſubject to partiality and corruption ; and 
Information were to be taken of their 
names and Religion. And for Knights 
of the Shire perhaps it would not be a- 
mil: to give ſome hand in the matter, at 
lea{twiſe for a time to the Bilhop of the 
Divceſs 'to judge of their vertue and for- 
wardneſs in Religion, and to confirm 
thrir Eleaion, or 'to have a negative 
Unice, when canſe ſhould be offered, and 
that they 'made publick Profeſſion 
of their Faith before their Ele&ion could

be admitted, or. they take their way to- 
wards the Parliament. 

At the firſt meeting the firſt conſidera- 
tion ought .to be whether it be a full 
and lawful Parliament or no, and that in 
both Houſes ; and whether all Parties be 
there ; and whether any preſent have any 
impediment to be laid againſt him why 
he {ſhould be removed,or not have Voice ; or 
whether ſuch or ſuch as be abſent, and 
may come, ſhall have Voice when they 
come ; and ſuch other hke circumſtances, 
| and all to be ſet down in writing by the 
Notaries or Secretaries of Parliament. 
Men may be appointed to examine with 
what Authority old Priviledges or Pre- 
eminences have been taken from the Par- 
liament 1n theſe latter Years, eſpecially 
fince the entrance of Hereſie ; to the end 
the Catholick Prince that God ſhall give 
us may be dealt withal to reſtore the ſame, 
ſeeing it is for the good and ſervice of 
the Realm. 

After the firſt Decree, whether it be 
a lawful Parliament or no; the ſecond 
ſhould be, (zz) That every Manbe {womn tc 
defend the Catholick Roman Faith 3 and 
moreover, That it be madeTreaſon fo? eve:

and Liberty of Voices, it were good per- 
haps to uſt the cuſtom of Venice —_ 0- 
ther Countries, where Suffrages are piven 
in ſecret by little Balls of different colours, 
ſignifying Yea, or No, to the matters that 


are propoſed. | | 
It hath ſeemed to ſome Men, that a 


mannerof good Manner of propoſing matters 1n the 


opoſin 
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Parliament might be firſt to appoint four 
or five Commiſſioners, together with the 
Speaker, to view and examine the Bulls 
that are to be exhibited, and to rejeCt ſuch 
as be impertinent ; and for the other to 
propoſe ſo many in one day as time per- 
mitteth, to open and lay down the rea- 
{ons on the one ſide, and on the other; 
and if the matter be of doubt, or of great 
importance, then may the Houſe award, 
That the next day two Perſons may ſpeak 
upon the Propoſition exhibited, the one 
in favour, the other againſt it; to the end 
that upon the Third Day Men may give 


their Voices, with more light and delibe- 


ration : and if the thing be of ſmall 1m- 
portance, and ealie, it may be concluded 
the ſecond Day upon the firſt Days Dil 
cuſſion only, but not ſooner. And the 
days and matters appointed to be diſcul- 
ſed, ſhould be regiſtred and read publickly 

| ny 
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inthe Parliament-Houſe by the Secretary, to 
the end that every Man might know what 
he were to deliberate or determine of the 
day following. And thus much - for the 
Order of proceeding : But now for makin 
of new Laws and Decrees in our Catholic 
Parliament, theſe Notes following may 
remembred a other. 
To abrogate and revoke all Laws whatſo- 
ever have been made at any time, or by any 
Prince or Parliament, direQly or indireQ- 
y in prejudice of the Catholjick Roman 
Religion, and to reſtore, and put in full

re forbidden to imploy their Goods up- 
on pious works that be perpetual, with- 
out particular Licence of the Prince, as 
not in any other Kingdom, where yet no 
ſuch inconvenience is ſeen to enſue of 
overmuch to be given as is pretended by 
the motive of that Law.

keing all pious works muſt begin again

yet that all other Ads of Grace, and 
matters of Gifts, and Donations of Livings, 
Titles, Honours, Offices, and the like 
( which ſhe did as true Queen ) be #/o 
Fado void and of no effect, where not- 
withſtanding may be a Proviſo, That what- 
ſoever ſuch benefit or grace ſhe beſtowed 
upon any known Catholick, or Man of 

ublick merit, ſhall be holden for good, in 

avourof the'Catholick Religion, ſo much 
eters under her Government ; And 
for all other her ſaid gifts or graces tobe 
either void, or at leaſtwiſe ſuſpended, un 
til they be confirmed again by — next 
rynce 
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Prigce to enſue, and ſome ſuch DiſtinRi 
on and Declaration to be made, ſeemeth 
neceſſary for many reaſons. 

_ Again, it may be confidered whether yyrc 
the firſt Parliament holden in this Queens the firſt 
days were a good and lawful Parliament _ 
or no, by reaſon of the want of Biſhops, ztbwae 
and of the open violence uſed unto them 899d- 

by the Laity. Andif it were not lawful, 

that then all other Parliaments ſince that 

time depending thereon, and wanting true 
Biſhops, may be declared in themſelves to 

have been of no force, nor yet the Laws 

therein made ; and conſequently to be 
fruſtrate, and to be put out of the Book 

of Statures, except ſuch as this Parliament 

{hall think neceſſary to confirm and ratifie 

or make anew. _— 

The Decree and Law for the faithful re- 
ſtitution of Abby-Lands and Eccleſiaſtical 
Revenues, with the Moderation before ſpe- 
citied, is to be determined of among the 
very firſk points of importance ; and it 
were to be performed with a great ala- 
crity and promptneſs of mindsin all Men, 
theredy to. bind Almighty ' God to deal 
the more liberally alſo with us, in all the 
relt that were to be done, as-,no doubt 
\ but he would, and after this many other 


particular Commiſſions and  Subdelegas 
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tions are to be given forth by the Prince 
and Parliament to particular Troops and 
Companies of Men for ſetting good ors 
der in divers matters, as namely one very 
ample to the Council cf Reformation be. 
fore-mentioned, for the reeſtabliſhing of 
Religion, and for gathering up arid diſpoling 
of the Eccleſiaſtical Rents and Revenues a- 
foreſaid. 
And other were to be given out to 
certain principal Lawyers and others, to re- 
form the points that ſhall feem needful a- 
bout our Common Laws, Inns of Courts, 
and the like, as hath been mentioned; 
another for the Univerſities, another for 
the planting of Seminaries as well of our 
Nation, as of our Neighbours, Strangers - 
for their Converſion, and divers other fuch 
like weighty affairs are to be committed 
by different Commiſſions to able and fit 
Perſons, for putting our Commotiwealth 
in joynt again , except it ſhall ſeem beſt 
to commit the moſt of theſe matters by 2 
eneral Commiſſion to the Council of Re- 
ormation in form as hath been declared; 
all which being confirmed by our Catho- 
lick Prince; and See Apoſtolick, may be 
executed {ſweetly and fecurely by the grace 
of God to his moſt high glory, and ever- 
hſting good of out Realm. And this = 
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ſ much as T have to note for the preſent 
about this Firſt Part, concerning the whole 
Body of the Realm in general. Now 
ſhall I ſpeak ſomewhat of the two principal 
Members, which are the Clergy and Tem- 
poralty in particular. |

Aving to ſpeak of the Cletgy in 
general, which God from the be- 
ginning ofhis Church youchſafed 
ro name his own Portion, for that = hartie 
ley were dedicated more particularly than Clergy, 


Mer Men to his Divine Service; and our 
I Sav1our 
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Say1our to ca!l them by the moſt honourable 
name of the light ef the World, and Sat 
of the Earth. The firſt point of all to be 
remembred unto them ſeemeth to be, that 
if ever there were a time, wherein the 
eftet of theſe names were needful to be 


ſhewed, and put in execution, it will be 


now at the beginning of our Countries 
next Converſion, whole Fall and AMid- 
on, may perhaps in great part be aſcribed 
to the wants of theſe effects in former times 
paſt. And furthermore, it. may be con 
dered, that the State of the Clergy in Ex 
gland, after a long deſired ReduCtion, and 
happy entrance of ſome Catholick Prince 
over us, and after ſo long and 'bitter a 
Storm of cruel Perſecution, will be much 
like unto that which was of the general 
Church of Chriſtendom in time of the 
firſt good Chriſtian Emperor Conſtantine 
the Great, after the bloody Perſecutions 
of ſo many Infidel Tyrants that went before 
him for three hundred years together,at what 
time as God on the one ſide provided ſo many 
notable, zealous, and learned Men for the 
eſtabliſhing of his Church, as appear- 
eth by thethree hundred and eighteen mo 
- worthy Biſhops, gathered together in the 


general Council of Nice ; ſo on the other 


ſide the Devil ceaſed not to ſtir up amo - 
: | 
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| the Clergy of that time, divers and.ſug-. 
dry Diviſions, Emulations, and Conten- 
tions, ſome of indiſcreet zeal againſt ſuch as 
* ad fallen and offended in time of Perſe- 
cution ; and ſome other grounded upon 
' worſe cauſes of Maliee, Emulation and 

Ambition tending to particular intereſt, 

whereby both that good Emperour in par- 

ticular, and all the Church of God in ge- 

neral, were much troubled and afflited, 

and many good Men ſcandalized, and 

God Almighty's Service greatly hindered, 

and the common Enemy comforted. 

And conlidering that the Times, Men, 
Matters, and Occaſions may chance to fall 
out very like or the ſame in England, 
WM whenſoever it ſhall be reduced to the Ca- 

I tholick Faith again, great and ſpecial care 

BE 5to be had lett ſemblable effect ſhould 
allo follow, to the univerſal prejudice of 
the common cauſe : wherefore rhis ought ts 
ſerve as a preparative,both for our Prince and a connde:

| Mongſt other things, if perchance, in time 

of Perſecution, cauſe has been given or

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taken of offence or diſguſt between any 
perſon. whatſoever, that have laboured in 
God's Service, and do tend all to one end, 
to procure effeQtually now that it be al- 
together cut off and put in oblivion, and 
this eſpecially amongit the Clergy, and 
by their means amongſt others; and if 
there ſhould be any unquiet or trouble. 
ſome Spirit found, that under any pretence 
would ſow, or reap, or maintain diviſions, 
that the Holy Apoſtles Counſel be fol- 
lowed with him, which 1s to note and 
eſchew him, to the end that all may join 
chearfully and zealouſly to the fetting up 
of this great and important work of 
Reformation. And ſo much. for Con 
cord. 

But asconcerning example of good Life,

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CHAP. I. 
Of Biſhops and Biſbopricks in England, 


Iſhops and Prelates be Heads of the 
Clergy, and if all ought to be Light 
and Salt, how much more they that muſt 
lightea and ſeaſon not only the Tem- 
poralty and Laity, but all the reſt of their 
own Order alſo, who according to the ex- 
ample given them by their Prelate, are wont 
to proceed. And on the other ſide, the 
beſt means for a Biſhop to do much 
good 1n.his Diocels, is to have good Prieſts 
about him: for that a Prelate without 
good Prieſts to help him, is a Bird with» 
out Feathers to fly; and to have good 
Prieſts, he muſt make good Prieſts, both 
by his Life, DoQrine and other good 
means, and eſpecially by Seminaries ; for 
that Figs grow not on Tharns, as our 
daviour ſays; and to have fo great a Trea-_ 


lure, it muſt coſt both Labour, Indultry ad 
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The Authority and Juriſdiftion of ' Ri. 
ſhops in England 15 commonly more than 
in divers other Countries, and 'more re- 
ſpeCted ; and their ordinary inquiry upon 
diſboneſty of Life or ſlifpicion thereof is 
peculiar to Exglayd alone, and. of very 
great importance-for holding Men in fear 
of carnal ſins, and for this cauſe to be 
continued and increaſed. And-albeit, in 
fome other Counties, ſimple Fornication- be 
not {d much puniſhed, or purſued and inqui- 
red upon, and that the Stews alſo be-permit- 
ted for avoiding of greater inconveniences, 
in- reſpe&t of the different -natures ind 
complexions of the People ;' yet | by expe- 
rience we do find; that the ſame- neceſli- 
ty of liberty is not in Exgland, and con- 
ſequently in no wiſe to be brovght in again; 
for that it is an occaſion of* fall, and of 
grievous temptations to many "that other: 
wiſe would not have them. - 

That Exgljſhþ Cuftom alſo of often Viſi- 
tations by the Biſhop, and. by 'his Cour- 
cellors, - Offictals, and: other: Miniſters, and 
Probats of Teſftament- to. be made before 
them, and the uſe of often ndminiſtring 
the Sacrament - of: Corfirmatibn to Chil- 
dren, is very laudable and to be honoured; 
and, any other thing that may belong to 
the authority, credit, or good _. 
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of the Biſhop , 'or of his FunAtion and 
office ; and if for a time after the next 
change, ſome hand were given to Biſhops 
alſo in Temporal affairs, as to be princi- 
pal in all publick Commiſſions withia the 
Shire, it would greatly authoriſe Religion,

And he beſeecheth the Council of Trex, 
that as well of Biſhops Livings, as of Dean- 
ries, Archdeaconries, Rich Benefices, and all 
other Eccleſiaſtical Livings which can bear 
it, that there be a certain Portion allotted for 
the Poor, whereof he would not have the In 
cumbents to have Poſſeſſion or Intereſt, 
but only that they with ſome other af{- 
ſigned. tor that purpoſe to be joyned with 
them, to have the Diſtribution, and. be ac- 
countable yearly for it, as if it were not 
theirs.

And his reaſon for this is, for that each 
Eccleſiaſtical Perſon being bound in Con- 


ſcience to give part to the Poor, it were good 


their Conſciences were eaſed herein by help 
of {ome others alſo, and that the Poor were 
aſſured of their Portion : which Holy ſug- 
geſtion might eaſily be put in Execution at 
rae beginning in Ezxglard ; and it would be a 
goodly Treaſure for the Poor 1n every 
Dioceſs, and a ſingular Example to all 0- 
ther Nations in Chriſtendom ; and thole 
chat are good Prelates and Prieſts, would 
be contented therewith, and give beſides 
allo of their own, and ſuch as are other- 
wiſe, at leaſt would be forced to give 
this to their own benefit and others.

tis quality ; butalſo and much more from 
the prophanity and ſecularity of others, as 
Hawking, Hunting , Dicing , Carding, 
Banqueting, inriching of Kindred, and the 
like; which Corruptions do eaſily inſfinu- 
ate themſelves, partly by corrupt Nature, 
and partly by inticements of -others, as by 
. experience we have ſeen in former times, it 
_ our. Biſhops and Prieſts do not ſtand watch- = 
tully upon their own AQtions, and reſo- 
lately cut off the Serpents Head, and all Ser- 
pentiſh allurements to theſe things at the 
- deginning. 

- The Biſhop's Perſon ought to be as an 
Angel of Peace, Joy, Comfort, Ayd, Com- 
(von, and Encouragement amongſt the 
cople; and his Houſe to be a: School of 
all YVertues, and a Shop or Store-houſe of 
all vertuous Men, to -take out as need 
ſhall be, for the furniſhing of other Places. 
dilks, Velvets, . Chains of Gold, Feathers, 
Hawks, Hounds, and the like in his Houſe 


or 
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or Houſhold is great _ Idle, 
Swearing, Gluttony, looſe Li Ten 
ains in his Servants, 1s Impiety. Well 
it were that Prelates Servants ſhould 'he 
the better provided for, than any 'ather, 
to the end that many might delire their 
Service, and bear the Difcipline of their 
Houſes more willingly, to wit, thar they 
ſhould be both better paid; and have'mor 
ways for their preſent Services, and more 
hope of certain recompence for the time 
to come ; but with this alſo it were reiſdn, 
that they ſhould be Known from all other 
MensServants by their Vertuons Behav uf, 
Modeſty in App: whory Temperance in Dp 
Sweetnels and Hamblicy: of Speech, Cots 
teous Converſations. *No els care ouph 
to have the Biſhop of the Souls; of i 
Servants, but rather more than any, oth 
of his Flack; which the *Holy- hs 
St. Paul did ſo far exa erate to. his Sch 
tar Timothy that was allo a Biſhop, *as # 
faid ; If any man have not chre - of © 
own, and oy of thoſe - that "his 
Domefticals, Fe is without Faith, and worſt 
mtr infiet. CEs 6 DIE. va 
riticipal 'Point k add tes 
do uſe, Tt tay uſe, ans og 
of their Families, are, firſt, to keep rio mory 
than they have need, 'and tre well able to 


maintail 
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maintain of themſelves, without permit- 
timg them, Shifts, Bribes, or other unlaw- 
ful or ſuſpicious means to, help themſelves, 
under colour and countenance of their 
Malter's Coats, which all redoundeth to 
their Maſters hurt and diſcredit. And, 
Secondly, if more do offer themſelves to 
ſervice, than the Biſhop can thus main- 
tain, or hath need of, more merit and edi- 
fication will it be to help to place them 
otherwhere, and to affiſt them alſo with *' 
Alms abroad, if his ability- be for it, than 
to hold great Troops of Servants under 
pretence of Piety and Alms, which often- 
times 1s Oſtentation and Vanity, or at 
leaſtwiſe great occaſion thereot. 

Thirdly, ſuch as be admitted to the 
Biſhop's Family, and dwell in his Houſe, 
ought to be governed with all kind of 
care and good Diſcipline fit for ſuch a 
place, and not diſagreeing to the State and 
Concition of the Men; and namely, That 
they confeſs themſelves every Month at the 
kaſt with known and approved Confel- 
fors ;and that the Biſhop himſelf upon high 
Feaſts, or ſome other, may, by his appount- 
ment, , adminiſter unto them the bleſſed 
Sacrament ; that whileſt they dine or ſup. 
in the Hall, they have ſome Spiritual 


good LeEture read unto them, that a Cer- 
cal 
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tain competent ſpace be appnted them 
ro riſe and go to Bed, and ſome Exerciſe 
of Prayers in the Mornings, and-that in 
the day time, ſuch as have no particular 
charge or offices to occupy themſelves 
in, but to attend and wait, have ſome

| Occupai- The occupations of a good Biſhop, 
| omol'2 which lie upon him, by obligation of 
ſtop, his office, are ſo many. and weighty, as 
: it cannot be imagined how he can have 
ſpare time and leiſure for idleneſfs, gr vain 
and fecular entertainments, if he have a 
good Conſcience ; but rather it is needfol 
that he deviſe the tim+ very well, and 
Rs exaltly, 
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exatly, for to be able to fulfil his duty, in 
preparing, ſaying Maſs, preaching, teach- 
1ng, viſiting his Dioceſs, hearing and de- 
termining of cauſes, attend ro his parti- 
cular Houſhold, conferring with his Of 
ficers, and a- thouſand other Occuparions, 
Cares, and Obligations that will fall upon 
him, and take from him both his crime by 
Day, and ſleep by Night ; if he be ſuch 
a Father as he qught to be, and have 
a tender heart towards God's Service, 
and his own Salvation, and towards the 
good of his People and Country ; which 
being ſo, there needeth no other Ad- 
vertiſement 1in this behalf, but that he be 
2 good Man, and look well to his Con- 
ſcience, and divide well the hours of the - 
day that every thing may be done in 1ts 
time, and Men find ſpace and facility to 
negotiate with him.

every Archdeacon ſhould make his Vi ifita- 
tion apart at his due times, and commu:- 
nicate them after with the Biſhop. 

In all good works that are to be done 
within the City where the Biſhop reſideth, 
or within his whole Dioceſs, whether they 
be for ſetting up of Religious Houſes, 
Schools, Seminaries, Hoſpitals, Colledges, 
Priſons, bringing up of Orphans, Marry- 
ing of poor Maids, helping of Widows, 
repairing, enlarging, and furniſhing of 
Churches, redeeming of Caprives, ſetting 
forward of Confraternities, and the 
like ; the. Biſhop as the Common Father 
and Treaſurer of the poor ought to have 
his part more or leſs according to his ab 
lity. And when he were able to give no 


Mony, yet ſhould he animate others, 


ſhew the way, give the deſignment, re- 
move difficulties, and make much of them 
that were deers therein, whereby only (L 
mean by his. authority, conſent. and incou- 
ragement ) he-: ſhould be- able to bring 

; many 
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many good things to paſs, even without 
Mony, if he had it not to give; bur if he 
have wealth and will not ſpend, words 
will do little. 

It is reported of certain godly Prelates, 
That beſides the beſtowing of their own 
Goods in pious works, God gave them 
force to draw out great ſtore of other 
Men's alſo, and fo to have the merit of 
both ; For which cauſe, firſt they uſed to 
he very familiar with all ſuch Men 
35 had this Spirit, to go up and down, 
and attend to theſe works, willing them 
never to be diſmayed, but to come to 
them in all their difficulties, tor that Mony 
and Council ſhoold never want. And, 
Secondly, they uſed to have a liſt of all 
the rich Men within their Dioceſs, whom 
they ſought alſo to gain before hand,' by 
courteous entreaty, and often inviting of 
them; and when any work .of Piety was . 
offered, then would the Biſhop firſt ct 
down all his own Contribution, and then 
perſiyade the reſt by his Exhortation and 
Example to do the like. And by this 
means they brought to paſs infinite great 
works, that otherwiſe ſeemed alrogerher 
adove their powers.

Many good Men of our time are of 


dition, which the Prince ought to con- 
ſider, in chooſing, or preſenting a good 
Biſhop, *{hould be wherher he be liberal, 
and a good Alms-man, or no; 'for if he 
have this grace, it is impoſſible almoſt but 
that together with this, he is a good Man 


of Life alſo. And albeit he ſhould want 


a great degree in learning, or ſome other 
ſuch part, yet this one of Alms-giving 
would ſupply for all, -and by his liberality 
he would make learned Men, though he 
were none himſelf; and' ſo ſupply the 
want by others.

And ſo do the two Deſcriptions 
made by St. Paul to.

made much bigger and more handſome,

and other reverent Ceremonies appointed 
for that purpoſe; which the ſooner alfo 
is to be thought on, thereby to ſhew the 
different proceeding between them and 
us, they prefſing us to go to their 
Church againſt our Wills and Conſciences, 
though it were with apen and known 
Diffimulation, arid we do not admit them to 
enter our Churches our of hand, though 
it be defired by them, and that . they 
made Profeſſion both inwardly and. out- 
wardly of our Religion. | 
And if ſuch care and circumſpeQtion 
be 'to be uſed in admitting Hereticks to 
our material Churches, as in truth there 
ought to be; then much more muſt be 
had 1g admitting them to be Prieſts and

the Puniſher than him that is puniſhed, 
if he be perverſe ; and ſo no good enſu- 
e&th thereof at all. Wherefore he faith 


the true remedy is to procure that SED

go0d Laws will profit them. And ſuch 
are they who are vyirtuoully brought up,

- AN. 5 concerning Seminaries and Colleges 
£ . for army a_—_ - our 
Clergy-men, .at the beginning of the gext 
change,: and how they ought to be erefted 
in eyery' Piacefs or Biſhoprick , founded 
and provided for by Contribution of. Ec 
clefialtical Benefices, eſtabliſhed with good 
Laws, and neceſſary Priviledges, provided 
of good Governors, divided into divers 
Members or Parts, according to the num- 
ber of our Univerſities in England ; and 
that the leſſer Seminaries abroad be ſub- 
ordinate to the greater of the ſaid. Univerl+ 
ties, and how that none commonly ſhould 
be admitted to Prieſthood, but ſuch as have 
been brought up, and given good proofof 
themſelves in theſe Seminaries, or other 
Colleges of like Diſcipline. Of all thelc 
points, I ſay, there hath been ſufficiently 
ipoken before in divers Chapters of this I 
Memorial, which need not*be repeated 
in thus place, only I add, that theſe great 
Seminari6 
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Seminaries, which in the Firſt Chapter 
of the Second Part of this - Memorial I 
ſid were to .be erefted in the Univer- 
fty for Heads of the other, that were to 
he ſubject unto them abroad in every 
Diocels, my ſerve alſo for that effe&, 


which Mr. John» Awila required in the 
former Chapter, which 1s for theſe to en- 
ter, and be proved for a time, who. pre- 
tend ro be Prieſts, and that before they 
take Holy Orders they do diſpoſe them- 
ſelves duly by making the Spiritual Exer- 
aſes,, and uſing of other means, whereby 
to know and «conſider well what they 
take in hand; and that. ſuch as be of 
beſt wits, be applied to preaching, and

that they are theFountains of all good Learn- fitics and 
ing, Policy and Government in the Com- <<: 
monwealth, and therefore to be favoured, 
nouriſhed, increaſed, and thoſe alſo which 
England hath, are the molt fair, and belt 
furniined for the material part, which is 

for: the number of Colleges, and manner 

of Building, Foundations, and Commo- 

dities of Rents: that be to be ſeen in all 
Chriſtendom, as they can teſtifie, who 

have ſeen the one and the other; though 

1n other Countries alſo, there be many. 
goodly Univerlities in like manner, which 

10 the formal and more eſſential part do 
greatly exceed ours, to wit, 1a their good 

order of Diſcipline, Number, Quality, 
Variety, and Diligence of Readers, abun- 

dance of Students, and the like ; all which 

points alſo might be brought eaſily into 

ours, and ſo make them abſolutely the 

belt of Exrope, and ro be frequented alſo 
by multitudes of foreign Scholars, ſeeing 

that maintenance is better cheap with us, 

than any where elſe. And this would be 

a point of much honour to our Nation. 
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And to bring all this to paſs, the firf 


thing 'muſt be, that large and ample 
Commiſſion be given by the Prince 
and Parliament, and confirmed alfo by 


the Pope, to certain Men of Experience, 


Learning, and Wiſdom, for that purpoſe, 

to ſee what is convenient to be ordained 

for thoſe effets . and times, and for re» 
ducing of our Univerſities to the beſt uti- 

lity of our Commonwealth, having yet 
reſpe& ſo far forth as no great inconve- 

nience do enſue thereof, to the old ancis 

ent Statutes, Cuſtoms, and Orders of the

that the Founders be not deprived of any

And for that he that writeth this Memo- 

rial, hath ſeen and informed himſelf of the

of Temporal Puniſhments. 'The readi 

of Sciences in particular Colleges ;* 
greatly hurt and hinder the publick pro- 
fit of Students 1n their Learning ; for 
neither ſo learned and ſubſtantial Readers 
an be had in private Colleges, as were 
neceflary to be publick Maſters ; nor can 
the number of Schools be ſo great, and 
cholen 1n every particular College or 
Hall, as were convenient, to furniſh a 
courſe of any: Science, with reputation and - 
profit ; whereof alſo enſueth, that neither 

the Maſter nor his Scholars are' able, or 
much animated, to go forward 1n the 
lame. 

For remedy of this, the uſe of moſt 
Univerſities in foreign Countries 1s very 
good, which is to have publick Lectures 
only in publick Schools that are fair and 
largely builded for the purpoſe, and 1n

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Touching the number of Ne ION to 
be read publickly, in beſt Univerſities 
they are theſe, Firſt, For Divinity there 
can: be no leſs than four at the leaſt, 
which are, two in School-DoQtrine, one 
of the Scriptures, and one . of the Moral' 
part alone, commonly called Caſes of 
Conſcience, In the Civil Law three are 
the leaſt, to wit, one of the Inſtitutes, 
another of the Di eſts, and a thirdof the 
Codex. And in The manner in Phyſick, 


one at leaſt muſt be of the Speculative 
part, and another of the Practical, beides | 
two other at certain ſeaſons, to wit, of 
the Herbal and Anatomy. All which 
Lectures are either wanting, or very weak 
in our Eygliſþ Univerſities at this 


day. 

And beſides this ſince Hereſie came in, 
we have had no LeCtures at all of Ca- 
non-Law, which are to be reduced again, 
though it may be put in Conſultation, 
whether it. ſhall be needful to make it a 
diſtinQt Science and Faculty from the Civil 
Law in Exgland, as it is in other Coun- 
tries (for Men may ſtudy it alone, and 
take degree therein apart ) or wa _ 
both the Civil and Ga non-Law be mad 
but one Paculty ; for that the Realm of 
England being not governed by the Civil 
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Law, as other Realms about us be, there 
is very litrle .uſe thereof but only ia the 
Admiral's Court, and in ſome other few 
caſes.

ame neceſſary in points of.. Goverament, 
Manners, and form of Life, and proceed- 
0g., Whereig, albeit our old Founders 
nd Gavernours of Exg/b Univerſities, 
 kfrmany good Laws agd Orders, conform 
the times,, wherein, they lived, and to 
tlat which then was uſed ; yet the faid times 
ting. now changed, and matters ſtanding 
kr otherwiſe - in the World, and many 
tings learned. by experience, which then 
vereunknown,.and thexigour of old Diſct- 
Pline: being wholly, diſſolved, broken, and

with the whole. For that the Biſhop 
which 1s reſpeted by one College, for 
that he 1s their Viſitor, is aothing cared 
for by others, over whom he hath no ju- 
nidiction at all. Butby the means which! 
have propoſed, of beiag general Viſitor, aad 
lying in or near the Univerſity, he ſhall be 
relpetted by all, and his Ordinances will be 
oblerved, for that he is preſeat to over-look 
the ſame. And again, if two. or three 
Heads of Houſes be appoimeed immediate 
Patrons, and over-lookers of every parti- 
tular College, there will be much matter 
of Government, and as. to exerciſe 
all Hcads, and one College will reſpett ag-

S forchooſing of Fellows and Scholars

help,. and better it ſelf by the faving of 


- the Fellowſhip, or Scholarſhip for the 


remnant of that year, as alſo to the end 
re be time to give notice abroad in the 
mverlity, or farther off alſo if need be, 
that ſuch and ſuch places are void, tothe 
end that fit men may prepare themſelves, 
to oppoſe forthe ſame. And ſo when the 
rime cometh, or ſome three or four __ be-

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' fore the Feaſt, that the Head,, with his 
principal Officers, as alſo that the Patrons 
before mentioned may joyn together,” and 
make publick examination of the Opp9- 
nears, as well for their mariners, as learn- 
ing ; and this 1n ſuch fort, as there may 
be no place for corruption; or partiality.

' ſure way would be that theſe EleQions 
' ſhould be made by the major part of the 
Heads of Houſes only upon publick. ex- 
anination of the Perſons that do ſtand for 
the Preferment, and oath given by them- 
ſelves, to do uprightly ; andewhen it is 
for any publick Lecture the DoQtors and 
Batchelors only of that Faculty, might 
have their voices with them, + 
And for more gravity, honour, and re« 
nown of our Univerſities, let it be con- 
ſidered, whether ir were not good to have 
more eminent and priviledged Colleges in 
the fame for learned and grave Menonly 
td enter, as in divers Univerſities of Sparr 
'& uſed, beſides the ordinary Colleges we 
| ave for Students only, in which no Man 
W ay ſtudy longer conveniently than the 
ending of his courſe,. in the Faculty he 
 Rudieth : and if he ſhould, he would ra- 
"ther be a burthen to the Houſe, and 
trouble to the reſt, which are Students, 
than any thing elſe, ſeeing he can have 
bo exerciſe of learning convenient to his 
Ggree among them. And for that cauſe 
the order hitherto obſerved is good, no 
doubt, and ought to be obſerved, that 
Men that have ended their courſes after 
bme reaſonable time given them alſo to 
epeat, and look over the ſame again, ſhould 
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depart, and pive place to- others. But 
yet to the end that ſuch as would remain, 
and go forward in ſtudies, might have 
commodity to do the ſame, it would not 
be amiſs perhaps, that ſome ſuch greater 
and more principal Colleges as are in 0- 
ther Univerſities ſhould be erected alſo in | 
ours, for learned Men to enter, and live 
therein, to wit, that none ſhould be admited 
but ſuch as have taken Degree of DoQtor, 
Licentiate, or Batchclor of Divinity, Law, 
or Phyſick, and that in the ſame Col- 
leges there ſhould be continual exerciſes of 
learning, diſcipline, and order, together 
with ſertled maintenance fit for ſuch Men; 
conform to the orders of ſuch-like 
Colleges, as are in other Countries, whoſe 
Rules and Laws might be viewed and 
brought into ours ; and out of theſe Cot 
leges might be choſen both publick Rea- 
ders, Heads of Houſes, Canons, Deans, 
Chancellors, Archdeacons and Biſhops, as 
alſo DoQors of Law for the Arches, and 
other ſuch Tribunals, Phyficians for the 
Court, and other principal Cities of Eng- 
land. And finally theſe Colleges would 
be as it were principal Store-houſes of 
learned, approved, and eminent Men, for 
the Prince and Commonwealth to lay 
hands on for all chief FunCQtions within 
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| the Realm. And albeit that by. means of 
theſe. principal and bigger Collepes, great 
rfeftions. of learning would © grow 
quickly within' the Realm, both' inthe 
Faculties of Divinity, . Law, and. Phyſfick ; 
for every one whereof there' might be'ap- 
pointed one, or More of theſe Colleges, 
or at the leaſtwiſe for Law and Divinity ; 
yet moreover, and beſides this, for better 
preparation to the fame in other leſſer 
Colleges, divers Men are of Opinion, That 
it would be a matter of much impor- 
tance, if all the Colleges.of the Univerſities 
were ſorted out unto the peculiar ſtudies 
of theſe Faculties diſtinQly, ſo as one Fa- 
culty only ſhould be ſtudied” in *one ' Col- 
lege, and not all mixed as now in divers 
| Places: as for example, That {ome one 
.or two Colleges among the reſt were ap- 
pointed. out for oaly Lawyers, and other 
wo for Phyſicians, and all the reſt for 
Divines; and that particular Halls and 
Convittories might be appointed and 
made ſubordinate unto theſe Colleges for 
Students of the ſame Faculties only, to the 
_ end that the exerciſe of learning 1n every 
Faculty might be. more frequented, bet- 
' ter maintained by living of many to - 


 'ther, that do profeſs one and the felt

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{ame thing, than by living ſtraggling a- 
broad, in different Colleges, as hitherto 
they have done, where they - have neither | 
company, help, or comfort in their ſtudies, 
nor ſufficient praftice and exerciſe in the 
fame, eſpecially Lawyers and Phyſicians 
that have ſalitary places, in ſeparate Col- 
leges, and by this other means ſhould live 
together, and profit more, , and be better 
known; whereof alſo would enſue that all 
ſuch cauſes of conſultation, as ſhould come 
from abroad to be conſulted, either in the 
one, or in the other of theſe two Facul- 
ties, might be better done, and with 
more credit and reputation in a Com- 
munity of Jearned Men, that live together, 
than by particular Men that live , a- 
ſunder. | 
As for the College or Colleges of the 
_ Phyſicians, that by this order ſhould be 

eſtabliſhed, .they might have their Gardens 
alſo a-part for all ſort of choſen Simples 
from all parts. of the World, and ſome 
learned Men to attend only thereunto, 
and to ſhew them unto Students of thar 
Faculty, and to read particular Le£tures 
thereof at certain; ſeaſons, as another might 
alſo of Anatomies apart, according as be- 
fore has been touched, and is uſed in the 
FE 3% Ee 4 $4 Univerlity 
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' Uaiverſity of Padua, and ſome other ſuch 
' prigcipal Schools beyond the Seas, where 
hs Faculty of Phyſick doth flouriſh: 
 noſt. 

And if any Man would make a doubt, —— 
and ask here, how the Founders Wills —_ prom 
and Intentions may be fatisfied by theſe Maſſes may 
means, in ſuch Colleges as theſe Faculties ___ 
of Law and Phyſick are to be ſettled in 
with Divines, for that their meaning was 
to have Prieſts in their Colleges, ' and 
Maſles to be ſaid for their Souls, it may 
be anſwered, That in other Colleges, 
where all are to be Priefts and Divines, 
lo many Maſſes may. be appointed to be 
laid every ; for theſe Founders, as they 
had appointed to be ſaid ina their own 
Colleges; and as the places of Lawyers 
and Phyſicians eli. "= before in ,other 
Colleges, , whence they are removed. And 
more than this alſo there may be ſome 
certain number of Prieſts and Chaplains 
eſtabliſhed in theſe Colleges, now _ 
ed by Lawyers and Phyſicians, to lay 
Maſs daily for the Founders ; which with 
Diſpenſation of the See Apoſtolick, fecm- 
eth would be a reaſonable and ſufficient 
Compenſation. And this is ſo much as 


for the preſent occurreth to my mind, to be 
N 4 ſug: 
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ſuggeſted, about the reforming and per. 
. fecting of our Exg/;(þ Univerſities, where- 
of would follow no doubt great honout 
and -profit to- our Commonwealth, if it 
might be done, as it ſhould be; and if 
 belides all this, a_ third Univerſity might 
be added to the two which we have al- 
ready, and be placed in the North Parts 
of Exgland about Durbam, New-Caftle, or 
Richmond, as before hath been mentioned 
in the Chapter appertaining to the Coun- 


cil of Reformation, where reaſons alfo 
were alledged for the ſame. The utility, 


no doubt, and honour thereof would preat- 
ly import the benefit of our Weal publick, 
and principally the - parts 'near about, 
where it ſhould be placed, which I leave 
to. the wiſdom of them, who ſhall have 
authority to diſpoſe thereof at the wiſhed 
day that we expect and pray for. 
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0f Religious Men' and Women, md dens 
appertaining unto them. 


N divers former Chapters there hath 
L been mention/ made: of Religious Or- 
ders, both Men and Women, which be- 
ing the third principal part or member 
of the Clergy, as before hath been ſigni- 
fied, ſhould have in this place ſome pecu- 
liar Treatiſe alſo, but that there has been 
ſo much ſpoken thereof already ; upon dif- 
ferent occaſions, as little remaineth' to be ad- 
ded here. ; | | 
The principal point that ſeemeth need- 
ful to be remembred, is, That this part of 
the Clergy, I mean Religious People, 1s 
or ought to be _ the ornament of all- the 
reſt, and that by the height of their Vo- 
cation, they ſhould participate .1n/ a more: 
ample and eminent fort, of thoſe excel- 
lent names of Lights of the: World, and 
Salt' of the Earth, which our: Saviour 
vouchſafed to attribute to all his: Portion 
and Clergy ; but yet are they more due 


_ unto the State of Religious Perſons, _ 
HES hn 
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bind themſelves by Vow to a life of 
rome perfection than the reſt, and con- 
e 


quently ought to- be clearer Lights, and 
more excellent Salt than any other. ' And 
he that would conſider of Religious Or. 
ders, as. he ſhould, ſeeing them intermix- 
ed among other People in a Catholick 
Commonwealth, he ſhould imagine them 
as Veins and Arteries ſpread throughout 
Man's Body to give Blood and Spirit to 
the fleſhy parts that Ilye about them, 
And again, as Wells, Springs, Brooks, 
and Rivers divided all over the Earth, to 
miniſter moiſture and life to the Fields, 
and paſturages adjoyning unto them : and 
ſo conſequently as when the Rivers of a- 
ny 'Country, or Veins or Arteries do 
wax dry, or are corrupted, or give evil 
moiſture, nouriſhment, or infection, all 
the reſt muſt needs periſh and putrike ; 
ſo when Religious: People themſelves be 
corrupted, and do \infe&, or ſcandalize 
others, «3 their evil example, 'or do dry 
up, 'and;tade: away, all the reſt muſt needs 
come to-deſolation. This hath (been tryed 
in no Country mare for times pait than 
in ours ; and for that, cauſe is the greater 
[care and idefire of . good: Men :to ;have It 
well remedied at the next ; change ; and 
that as 0a 'the aac fide it js ered, as 
« =  DErory 
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| before hath been noted, that all the 
' proved Religious of God's Church ſh

he admitted again into England for more 


honourable ſatisfaQtion of 1mpieties com- 
mitted againſt them in times paſt; fo on 
the other ſide is there no leſs defire of 


good Men, that none ſhould beadmitted, 


but called for and choftn, and ſuch as 
' will promiſe the 
their firſt Infticution and Rule, fo as they 
may be true Lights, and 'Salt indeed. 
The Edit, or Proclamation, whereof I 
ſpoke before, to: be made at the very rſt 
beginning againſt the entranceof any Reh- 
gious People, but only upon Licence and 
Approbation \-6f the Council of -Reforma- 
tion will help greatly to this effeCt, if it 
| be obſerved, as it-ought to be, with ex- 
| aAneſs. Forotherwile, all 'idle-and wan- 
dring People, 'and ſuch as: beft may be 
ſpared in other places' will flock to us. 
All Emulation and ' Contention, among

certain of Exclides, that ſuch things as are 
united 1na third, are united alſo between 
themſelves, ſo as whereſoever there is 
Contention' or Emulation between Reli- 
ions, that - profeſs: both of them to ſerve 
hriſt, . the off-ſpring is ImperteQion in 
" one or both parts, and the more Conten- 
tious is ever the more imperfect , and 
this is the firſt point. 
The ſecond help or remedy may be, 
That the Council of -Refozmation, with 
- Faculty of his Holineſs, do take upon 
them the Diſtribution of all Eccleſiaſtical 
Livings and Lands which ſhall be. re- 
ſtored, according to the preſent neceſſity, 
conveniency, and utility of the. time pre- 
ſeat, without reſpect of fozmer Poiſelſozs. 
Great and. ſpecial  care- muſt be had of 
erecting : Monaſteries for Women, which 
are: like to be far more in 'number than 
Mea that will enter into Religion at the 
beginning, having been violently debarred 
thereof all the Reign. of this Queen. 
And no one Impiety. of our Hereticks Pere 
aps 
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haps hath been greater, or more barbarous, 
than the forcing of Virgins to break their 
holy purpoſes, or not permitting to ex- 
ecute the ſame, by entering into Reli- 
gion. And for that the ſcarcity of able 
Men will be ſuch at that time, and: ſo 
many other things wherein to employ. 
them, as they ſhall be hardly able to-at- 
tend to the Government of the Nunne- 
ries for a time, which yet cannot well go 
forward without the DireQion and over- 
ſight of ſome ſuch grave, vertuous, and 
dicreet Men. For this cauſe it behoveth 
to conſider well what *Orders of Religt- 
ous Women are to be admitted at the 
firſt, and how they may beſt be governed, 
\, to the end, that ſuch ftrifes may be a- 
. voided as oftentimes in Catholick Countries 
| about theſe and the-like affairs do fall 
our. cn 
In divers Parts and Provinces of Chri- 
ſtendom, there are ſome Religious Orders 
in theſe our days more reformed than 0- 
thers, and of theſe ought our Council of 
\ Refozmation to call before the reſt. For 
as the firſt Foundation ſhall be laid 1n 
Englgnd, fo will the reſt follow, and go 
ſuitable to that; and as the Clock is firff 
' ſet with us, ſo will the wheels walk at- 
terwards, and the hours follow mt 
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And for that all other points of im 
tance have been touched by me elſewhe 
concerning theſe matters, as alſo hs 
the new Militant Order , that may be 
erected and brought in, I ſhall here make 
an end, both this ſubjea, and of the 
Second Part of this Mcmorial appertaining \ 
to the Clergy.

And be- 
fore that again Tertullian, a molt learned 
and ancient writer, not only ſetteth down 
the ſame diſtintly of Clergy and Lay- 
men as received generally 1n his time, 
but ſheweth alſo, and reprehendeth ear- 
neſtly, the Emulation and Envy, that e- 
ven then began by art of the Devil to be 
in divers of the Laity againſt the Clergy, 
uſing the ſame objettions that Luther and 


Calvin, and other Herericks of our time - 


ſet on foot again now againſt the ſame 
fort of Men. * When we Lay-men, faith 
Tertullian, * in his Book de Monogamia, be- 
* come proud, and are inflamed againſt the 
© Clergy, then we ſay we are all one, and 
*that all Men be Prieſts, for that Chrilt 
©made_ all. Prieſts, and: unto God his Fa- 
*ther ; but when we come to be exhorted 
* and provoked to obſerve Prieſtly Diſcipline 
* equally with them, then wei lay down 
*our Vomits, and confeſs that we are dif- 
* ferent and inferioar to them. By which

bf ſuch of his Subje&ts, as he is to prefer 
to Offices and charge in the Common» 
wealth, either Spiritual -or Temporal ; 
it were neceſlary his To from time 
to time (as for Example, from three 
years to three years, or- the like, accor- 
ding as ſome other. godly Princes al- 
ſo uſe) ſhould cauſe certain Lifts 
and Catalogues to be given him of Men's 
names by divers ſecret ways, and by 
Perſons of credit, diſcretion, and good 
Conſciences, couching all ſuch Subjects 
in every Country, Province, Univetſt- 
ties, Cathedral Churches, Houſes of Law, 
and particular - Colleges, as for their 
learning, wiſdom, and other good qua- 
lities were fitteſt to be imployed, and 
preferred by his Majeſty ; and that theſe 
Lifts and Memoires {ſhould be often 
viewed by the Prince himſelf, and by 
his Council, and be regiſtred in ſome 
Book by ſome Men of Confidence, about 
P 4 his 
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his Majeſty, free from all ſuſpicion of 
Intereſt er Corruption, and appointed 
only tq attend unto this affair, and to 
take the Memoires that ſhall be ſent from 
_ allplaces; which Memoires, Liſts, and 
Catalogues might be renewed from time 
to time, as before hath been mentioned, 
and hereby would come to paſs, that 
the Prince by tra& of time ſhould come 
to be perfeftly informed of the merits 
and abilities of all his principal Snb- 
jects : and therefore again would enſue, 
that worthy Men, without ſeeking and 
labonring far it , as commonly they 
are more modeſt than others, ſhould be 
ſought qut, and preferred ; and thatam- 
bitious and unworthy, which ordinarily 
are the moſt importunate ſuiters, ſhould 
be reſtrained, and put back to the com- 
fort of all gaoad Men,and to the ineſtimable 
benefit of the Commonwealth, and fin- 
gular help of Gad and the Prince's Ser- 
VICE. | 
And as this would be ene great means 
to adyance worthy Men, ſo is there an- 
other, of no leſs importance or piety, for 
the amending of: ſuch as run awry, which 
ealily might he performed by a careful 
Catholick Prince to the great benefit of 
many, and to his Qwn ſingular FR: 
ot - aity 


dity both with God' and Man. And 
this is that ſome ſpecial good Man about 
his Majeſty, which is diſcreet, pious, and 
learned, as for example, his Confeſſor or 
the like, ſhould be appointed to take the 
| Relations and Informations, which do 
come, and would come in ſuch a caſe, 
of principal Men's behaviour through his 
Realm, both Eccleſiaſtical and Temporal, 
gſpecially of ſuch asarein Government and. 
Authority ; and that when any evil famg 
or report ſhoald come of any Man's ba 
roceeding, or notorious - negligence in 
is duty, or manner of life, and were 
confirmed by many ways ( for light of 
credit he ought not to be, conſidering 
the natural inclination of Men to ſpeak 
rather evil than good of ſuch eſpecially 
as are in authority ) then ſhould this per- 
| fon confer the ſame with his Majeſty, 
and by his Licence, though as of him- 
ſelf by the way of Friendſhip admoniſh 
the ſaid Party of the opinion and report 
that is of him, tothe end he might look 
about him, and amend that which were 
amiſs before the Prince ſhould be forced 
to take knowledge thereof, or put his 
hand in the matter. And I am of opt- 
pion, That this only Art of Brotherly 
CorreCtion, which is commanded m_ 
y 
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ly by God to all Men, but eſpecially to 
Governors, and ſuch as have care over 
others, though little uſed now in the 
World, if this one means, I ſay, were 
brought into Exgland, among other good 
Orders now at the beginning, and -put 
{ome times in Execution by our Catho., 
lick Prince's commandment, it would te- 
medy more evils, and procure him mote 
hearty good-will with the People, and 
merit with Almighty God, than any 
thing elſe: that could be deviſed for this 
purpoſe. Many other ſ{uch-like things 
might be here ſuggeſted for the happy 
day that we expect, when God ſhall 
pleaſe to fend us this Catholick Prince: 
but that both theſe, and all other points 
beſides thatare treated in this Memoztal, 
if any ſhall be judged worthy of Obſer- 
vation, - will appertain principally unto 
him, as the head of all, to ſee them ſet 
forward, eſtabliſhed, and preſerved. I ſhall 
deſcend to no more particulars in this 
place, but remit me to that, 'which 1n other 
Chapters alſo: is recorded, recommending 
the whole to his Majeſty's ProteQtion, and

Of the Nobility and Gentry of England, 
and matters appertaining to their [ftate. 


Y the Nobility of Exg/azd we do 
underſtand, according tothe faſhion 

of other Countries, not only Noblemen of 
Title, but Gentlemen, Eſquires, Knights, 
and other degrees that be above Yeomen, 
Husbandmen, and the Commonalty. In 
which inferiour ſort of Nobility beneath 
Barons, I mean of Knights, Eſquires, and 
Gentlemen, there 1s not that diſtintion 
obſerved betwixt their degrees in foreign 
Countries, asisin ours; and I take ours to 
be far better, and the more laudable Order. 
This Nobility then and Geatry being 
the chief Members of our Realm, are care- 
fully to be preſerved by our Catholick | 
Prince,in their ancient honours,dignities,8: 
priviledges ; and whatſoever injury, or dil- 
eſtimation hath been laid upon them, theſe 
later years, by ſome baſe Heretical Perſons 
in authority; 1t 15 to be removed, and par- 
eicular inquiry made byCommiſſioners ap- 
pointed by the Parliament for this purpole, 
whereiny 
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wherein, and in what points the Nobility 
_ of England bave been injured, diſhonoured, 
or oppreſſed, in theſe later years of Hereſie, 
ta the end that ſupplication may be made __ 
ro the Catholick Prince for remedy there- 
of. And as the ancient Nobility of Exg- 
land, in times paſt, came to that dignity in 
the Commonwealth, and to their credit 
and eſtimation both with Prince and Peo- 
ple, firſt for their Piety and Zealin Chri- 
ftian Religion, and ſecondly for their Fide- 
lity and Valour in Service of their Prince 
and Country ; ſo theirHeirs and Poſterity 
muſt conſerve the ſame by the ſelf-ſame 
means. , And firſt of all it will behove 
them greatly to take it for a point of chief 
honour, greatneſs, and Nobility, at this 
next Converſion of our Realm, -to ſhew 
their eminent zeal in furthering Religion, - 
and the Reformation before-mentioned,. 
in all they can, - both by their authority, 
credit, power and zeal ; and edlify g alſo 
other Men by their Example of Lite, as 
by frequenting the Holy. Sagraments, 
M their. own Reripgs ubychs -and often, 
ad by joyning cheartully and:pioully, as 
their Yay — pat wont todo, with 
the Clergy. and other goodi Men, to. fur-; 
ther the advancement of God's cauſe, in 
« allpoints, and 2, particular by yielding,and 
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agrecing. willingly to the order that ſhalt- 
be rakew, for che moderate reftrrucion of 
Eeefefiaſtical- Lands before- mentioned. 
And this for Religion.” / |

are to live, fome learning is neceſſary, but 
much more that they be brought'up1in Or- 
der:and Diſcipline, and that they be taught 
to know God and themſelves, feemeth 
may belt be done cither in the Semina- 
Ties 'and' Convictories whereof I have 
dpoken before, or in ſome Colleges of 

e Univerſities, when they ſhall be 
reformed and brought in order again ; 
and ſome part of this alſo may be taught 
at home by private-Maſters, if theft Pa- 
rents be diſcreet and tareful ; though this 
be {ſomewhat hard, and ſeldom taketh 
great effeft by the overmuch indulgence 
of the aid Parents, as alſo by the flattery 
of Servants that ordinarily are wont to

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As for the manner of thejr Wardſhips Watds. 
begun in England with very good intens 


tion, though, different from all ather. Na- 
tions, and of late - years perverted:by 
Heretical Governors, againſt all equity, ts 
the Wards and Pupil, 
Livings and Educations,, and Match of 
Marriagez that ſome good remedy and 
moderation may be had -in this matter, 
by dealing with theCatholick Prince which 
ſhall be as the Deputies of the Parliamens 
ſhall beſt deviſe and ſuggelt.

put, whereby younger Children might 
have ſome occaſion to a reaſonable Portion 
at leaſt of their Parents Subſtance, where- 
by to maintain themſelves ſomewhat con- 
formable to their Birth, State, and Con- 

dition. - 
| In foreign Catholick Countries the 
younger Children of Nobility and Gen- 
try are greatly helpsd and advanced by 
the Church, wherein they are preferrgd 
before others 'in authority and dignity, 
tf their merits of learning and verrue be 
equal; whereby it cometh to paſs, that 
theſe younger” Brethren, giving them- 
{elves to ſtudy, upon hope of theſe pre- 
ferments, do come in time to be excel- 
lent Men, and of more authority and 
living than their Elder Brothers ; which-1s 
a great ſtay for the Nobility, and no. lefs 
for the defence of Catholick Religion by. 
the union of theſe Noblemen of the 
Clergy, with- others of ' their Lineage, 
Kindred, Acquaintance, and Friendſhip 
of rhe Temporalty, and a: the 
| CUITOML 
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caſtom 1s. to be brought into Expland, if: 
Noblemen's Sons would make themſelves 
fit. Wherein there will be much leſs: 
dificulty than in times paſt, when that. 
ſweet, and clear manner of teaching the.

About Noblemen's and Gentlemen's Noble- 
Daughters, it is alſo to be conſidered, men's 4nd 
" If thats many of them, by all likelihood, men's - 
when Catholick Religion ſhall be reſtored, Paughrers 
will betake themſelves to Religious and 27%" 
Monaftical- Life, as in other Countries 
we ſee ; fo. ſhall their Parents be much 
eaſed thereby, and the better able to pro- 
vide for the Marriage of their otherDaugh- 
ters, remainzng in the World, in which 
point notwithſtandjng, ſeeing that the: 
exceſſes of our times, in giving great. 
Dowries, is grown to be at ſuch a height, 
that it impoveriſheth' oftentimes the Pa»: 
rents ; it ſeemeth a paint worthy the 
conſideration, whether 1t were not ex- 
pedient that the Parliament ſhould limit 
the quantity of Dowries according to the 
State and Condition of eyery Man ; which 
' ao doubt would greatly caſe - ths 
Q 3 Nchility 
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Nobility and Gentry of Ex:lavd, and 
be profitable for many reſpects. And 
touching the aſſurance of theſe Dowries; 
as alſo for the Jointures of Lands,the Laws 
of other Countries, and- ours are far dif. 
ferent, and good it were for us to take the 
beſt of thetn both. And firſt for Dowries in 
other Countries they are more aſſured 
unto the Wife than in ours; for that 
there the aid Dowry never entreth into 
the Husband*s Poſſeſſion in propriety, but 
only is put out to Rent, and affurance 
given for it, of which Rent only the 
usband may diſpoſe, during his Wive's 
Life, but no ways ſpend, or diminiſh, 
or impawn the Principle ; which ſeemeth 
a better order, and more ſure for the 
Wife, than to leave all free-to the Hus- 
band's Diſpoſition, as in our Country, 
where oftentimes an unthrift matches 
with a rich Woman, ſpendeth all ſhe 
hath without remedy or redreſs. The 
Wife alſo in other Countries, if ſhe has. 
no Children, may diſpoſe of all her 
Powry to good works, or to any other 
uſes that ſhe will, by her Teſtament in 
ſecret, and ſealed, and not to be opened 
before ſhe be dead. And this may the do 
without obligation to leave any part to 


her Husband, except ſhe liſt ; which 1s 
ſome 


ſome motive 'alfo for her Hughend, to 
uſe her welt while ſhe hveth, upon hope 
ro. be her Heir, or Executar-;' and if the 
hath Children, then may ſhe: diſpoſe, on- 
ly of the fifth part to good works, 
whereof nothing i allowed by our Laws 
of England; and it ſeemeth a greas defe&t, 
and may be confidered, whether' it. be 
not tobe amended. . ; 
Burt on the othbr fide, touching Join- 
' tures, the Condition of Women 5 better 
in England than,' in ather places : for 
that whether they bring Dowries ox not, 
oy our Laws of England, they may 
im a Third of their Husband's Lands; 
which in other Countries is n@ ſa, 
where if they bring no Dowry, they-can 
\ claimno Jointure at all, neither any part 
of their Husband's Goods, except he 
pleaſe 'of his free-will: to leave them any 
thing: and if they bring /Dowry, thea 
ſhall they have their whole Dowry a- 
gain at their Husband's Death, and. more 
than this, the half of all ſuch Goods 
and Moveables, as were gained 
ſince their Marriage by reaſon of the.

And thus much 
for Noblemen's and Gentlemen's Chil. 
dren. It ſhall not be amiſs to paſs to 
their Servants, whom alſo they ought to 
have in place of Children, and to comfort,

ſee them wealthy, and vyell able to live 
according to the ancient Love and Cha- 
rity of Exgliſþ Land-Lords towards Vaſ- 
fals, Subje&ts, and Tenants; which Love 
and tender care having been greatly 
broken and diminiſhed, in theſe later 
years, by the impiety, avarice, riotquſ- 
neſs, and other diforders brought in by

Serring the © Apd for that many Landlords of theſe 
Lands i times have begun 10 riſe their Rents, 
Rene of and to impeach that old and moſt lauda-« 
aſhze. ble tenure of Exz/and,of old Rent of Aſſize, 
it is to be underſtood that noone thing 
among. the Cultoms of Exgland ſeemeth - 
to divers Men that have ſeen alſa other.

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kept, obſerved, and to be brought back 
again to the old uſe, than this manner 
of letting, and ſetting Lands. for term 
of Life, after the rates of theold Rents; 
and that no one thing in times paſt hath 
been a greater ground of abundance, and 
felicity ia our Commonwealth, both to 
Nobility and Commonalty, - than this 
honourable cuſtom of Leaſing their 
Lands; for that it is generally profita- 
ble, both to the Landlord, and 'Fenaant, 
and Commonwealth in particular ; to 
the Landlord, for that he ſetting down 
his Houſhold, 'and framing his Expences 
' according to the rate of his old Rent, 
which 1s certain, may eaſily {till be be- 
fore hand, and hold himſeK1q abundance 
with the extraordinary incomes that ſhall 
enter by Leaſes, Fines and other ſuch 
caſualties, and 1n like manner the charges 
of Subſidies, Tenths, Loanes, and other 
publick Impolſitions Jaid upoa him by 
Parliament or other means, they are e- 
- ver according to his Rents in the Queen's 
Book which are far leſs, and more eafie, 
than if he were charged according to 
the Portzon of rack Rents. To the Te- 
nant alſo this way of taking Leaſes after 
the rate of old Rent is very commodi- 
qus, for that albeit he pay ſometimes a 


good 
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good fine at his firft entrance, -yet liverh 
he at an calie Rent afterwards, and 
leaveth a certain and fure provifton for 
his Children: and commonly the Father 
payeth the Fine of his Son, ſo as the Son 
entreth without any burthen at the be. 
ginning. And if one Landlord takegreat 
Fines, which alfo were to be moderated, 
yet another will come of a better Con- 
ſcience, who will take leſs, and fo the 
Tenant liveth always in hope: and if the 
worſt happen, he is ſure to be preferred 
ever before others, payinz as another 
Man doth, which is a great preferment, 
and very honourable alſo to rhe Land- 
lord to have Families continue 1m his 
Lands for divers Ages; whereby they 
are more knit unto him in hearty good 
will, and true Allegiance : and being 
wealrhy, their Riches are his at com- 
mandment, both for his own er- 
vice and his Prince : which is not fo, 
where Tenants are rackt, and changed 
often, and made fo poor, both 1 love. 
and ſubſtance, as they are neither wit- 
ling nor able to do any thing at all 
for their Landlords when need re- 


quireth, 
To 
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tenure is wonderful beneficial, for that 
by this means the Lands - come ta be 
well manured, tilted, plowed, planted, 
fertile, and abundant. For that every 
Tenant holdeth the ſame as good as 


for his own Lands, and knoweth thar 


neither he nor his Poſterity ſhall be de- 


prived thereof : where on the co 


ſide 1n divers Countries, for that Lan 

are let only from year to year, or for 
very few years together, and thatall Rents 
are raiſed, and rackt to the uttermoſt ; 
It 1s pitiful to ſee how bare and needy 
common Husbandmen be, and how m1- 
ſerably the whole Land lyeth open and 
naked without Hedge, Ditch, or Tree, 
every Man only endeavouring to draw 
out the heart and ſubſtance thereof for 
the ſmall time he hath to uſe it, being 
wel! aſlured chat if he ſhould manure, or 
cheriſh the ſame, another would gtve 
more, and take it from him the year fol- 
lowing, where they neither love the 
Lands nor the { andlonds. but only fol- 
low their preſeat Commodity, and both 
the Commonwealth, the Prince, the 
Landlords, and themſelves, receive great 
damage thereby, as bath beendeclared. 


Wherefore 


commodi- 
ous to the - 
Common- - 
wealth. 
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Wherefore it may be: conſidered, 
both by the Prince and Parliament, 
whether it were not good, that fo 
honourable, ancient, and fo profitable a 
cuſtom of letting Lands afrer the old 
Rents be reſtored to our Country again, 
and that all rackt Rents be ur For, aur 
to the old proportion, or ſomewhat near 
the ſame, with ſome reaſonable recom- 
pence to the Landlord by way of Fine, 
and that from henceforward no Man 
may raiſe his yearly Rents but with a 
certain moderation to be limited ; which 
thing, no doubt, would wonderfully con- 
cern the Wealth, eaſe, and contentment 
of all the Realm, for that every Realm 
is {o much the better, and more proſper- 
ous, by how much the more indifferent- 
ly, the ſubſtance thereof 1s divided into 

, the hands of many according to each 
Man'sEſtate and Condition : and not as in 
ſome Countries, where one ſcrt of Men 
are very rich, and the other ſort extream 
poor, the one fort of Lords having all in 
their own hands, the other ſort ſeeming to 
be Bond-men, and meer Servants, having 
only to eat that which the other ſort 
giveth them from day to day ; whereby 
it cometh alſo to paſs, that little good 
can be done with them in ROOT of 

LREWw 
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their Souls, by reaſon of their conti- 
nual labour, ignorance, rudeneſs, and ex- 
tream poverty. From which miſery God 
hath hitherto delivered the: Commonal- 
ty of Exgland, by reaſon of this kind of 
Tenures, Leaſes, Bargains, - and Copy- 
holds, by which moſt of the common 
People are able to maintain ' themſelves 
decently, and bring up their Childrea 
1n Civilty; and will be able to do :the 
ſame ſtill, and much better, if the for- 
mer cuſtom be brought back again, can- 
tinued, and eſtabliſhed. And for that 1 
take this point to be a great and ſub- 
{tantial foundation of the publick, and 
particular weal of our Couatry,. I have 
been the longer in treating thereof. 

. And now therefore tv make an cad, 
having ſpoken of the Nobility and Gen- 
try, both in their own Perſons as alſo 
of their Houſholds, Servants, Children, 
Wives, and Tenants, there ſcemeth lit- 
tle remaining to be added, except I 
ſhould fay, That whereas 'the: Exg 
Nobility ſeemerth in other things. to 
the moſt proſperous in the World, in 
one thing only which concerneth them 
woſt of all, which is, the ſafety: of their 
lives, they are thought to be' moſt” un+ 
fortunate, miſerable, and ſubje& to un- | 
OM juries 
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juries of ay ocher Eſtate of Men that 
live; for that upon any leaſt ſuſpicion 
or diſpleafure' of the Prince, or every of 
their Enemies, they may. be brought in 
danger, and made away, 'as we have ſeen 
that the greateſt Men commonly of our 
Realm haye been, and few eminent Men 
above the-reft, as Dukes, have dyed in 
their Beds; and no maryel, for that the 
Kingdom being but little, and the ſway 
of a Duke great among the People, eſpe- 
cially when there 1s but one, or few of 
that Title, and the way to cut them of 
ſo cafie as to put him upon a Queſt of his 
Peers, whether they be Friends or Enemies, 
and that in one day only, he ſhall be tryed, 
and the moſt of that time ſpent, by the 
Princes learned Council, in amplifying and 
am_—_ Enemies or ſuſpicions of Ene- 
mies againſt him, and no Lawyer or Attor- 
ney given or allowed to defend, or ſpeak 
for bun, which ſhould þe granted, 1t the 
matter . concerned but ten Shillings, of 
Lands or -Goods only. Theſe things, 
I ſay, being 10, which to Strangers ſeem 
wonderful, and almoſt - incredible ; ng 
marvel, t aur [Nobility be cut off 
many times. upon ſinall occaſions, and 
that their. Eſtates by others be judged 
very {lippery, and ks 3 for pos 9a 
- wheres 
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wiereal, {ome are of Opinion, That for 
avoiding of jealoufie in the Prince and 
Commonwealth againſt great and power- 
tal Men, it were a good means to have 
many equal in the ſelf ſame degree, as 
for example, many Dukes, Marquilſes, as 
there are of Sek For that. hereby e- 
very one would come to be leſs reſpected, 
and to be of leſs power with the People: 
tor-the Dignity would be divided amongſt 
many, and coalequently leſs eminent 1a 
one. And it any one ſhould go about to 
be mſolent, the other would be able to 
reprels him ; and we ſee that in old time 
at was ſo in Exz/zvd. Another means wall 
be, that all fach Digaities, Prerogatives, 
publick Emoluments, Offices. and Þre- 
ferments, as are to 'be in the Countries, 


where theſe great Men dwell, ſhould de- | 


pend on the Prince immediately, and 
not of them; and that ſome other Men 
alſo of Dignity, that are made and ſet 
up by the Prince, and depend only vf 
him, as nawely Biſhops, ſhould have ſway 
with them, and Commiſſion in all mar- 
ters belonging to the publick ; and when 
any. poor Man were injured by a great, 
he might be heard eaſily, and remedied, 
and ſo taken into the Prince's peculiar 


ProteQion, as he durſt complain, and.

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not fear afterwards the others power and 
violence, by all which means it would 
come to paſs, that the People would only 
depend on the Prince, and great Men 
come into leſs ſuſpicion and danger, and 
the Commonwealth and Prince ſtand 
more aſſured from troubles, and commo- 
tions, and each part live more ſafely and

And for that I am to ſpeak afterwards 
more 1n particular of the Common-Laws

CHAP. Iv. 


Of the Inns of Court, and ſtudy of the 
Common Laws of England, and of the 
Laws themſelves. 


OR ſo much as itis a cuſtom now 

in Emzland, and hath 'been much 
increaſed gheſe later years, that either all, 
or the moſt - part of  Noblemen's Chil- 
dren do repair to the Inns of Court; 
and Chancery, under pretence of ſtudy- 
ing the Common Laws of England (tho? 
ſome-do nothing leſs in effed ) it ſhall 
not be amiſs perhaps, after the Treaty of 
the Nobility, to ſay ſomewhat. of the 
Inns of Court, and manner. of ſtudies. ]. : 
And firſt of all it ſeemeth neceflary; 
that, as before I ſaid of the Uniyerfi» 
ties, ſome- ample Commiſſion ſhouldbe 
given to certain wiſe, godly, and learned 
 Catholick Men in the Laws, to conſult 
what manner of Reformation werebeſt 
for the faid Inns of Court, and Chan- 
cery, both touching learning and Piety : 
which Houſes, by the liberty and diſſo- 
lation of . Heretical times, have been 
= brought 
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brought to great diſorder, and fo become 
Schools of meer vanity, pride, and looſe- 
—_ | 
The principal points that ſeem may 
be reformed are, firſt, about their order of 
Life, Diſcipline, form of Apparel, Con- 
verſation, and thelike ; as in other Un 
verſities and Colleges of Laws is ac- 
cuſtomed abroad in the World, where 
the Nobility alſo do ſtudy the Laws of 
thoſe Realms, without any ſuch notable 
diſorders, as in Exgland are feen. And, 
ſecondly, about the manner of ſtudy in 
theſe our Common Laws, as for exam- 
le, That they may have ordinary 
Realers, LeCturers, and ſet Cauſes for their 
profiting in learning , as in other'Scien- 
ces 55- accuſtomed ; and as hath been 
noted before in the Chapters belonging 
to. our Univerſities, out of which may be 
taken, and applied to this alſo, ſo much - 
as ſhall ſcem for the purpoſe, ſeeing theſe 
Houſes and Schools do make 'in like 
manner - a certain Univerſity for ftudy 
of 'this - one 'Faculty 'of the -Common 
Law ; and conſequently-may ' yery | well 
participate of orders infinuated before for 
Umverſities, and the Readers be * bound 
to dictate, - and the Students 'to write, 
and to make: repetition - of- their” LA

and to have Exerciſes, | Conferences, and 
Diſputations, times limited; wherein to 
end their courſes of Law, and to pro- 
ceed,: and take Degrees, .in manner .and 
form, and with the circumftances that 
ſhall be appointed .and thought moſt 
convenient. All which points may be 
ſet down diſtia&ly, as well .as in other 
Uniyerſities, and ſome order may be 
thought ,on alſo for the reducing of. the 
huge Maſs, .and Book of our .Common 
Law, to ſome more clear order and. me- 
thod, ſo as it may be learned with clears 
neſs and. .diftinf&tion, as other Faculties 
are : and.;perhaps it will not be. amiſs 


to bind ſuch as will: makse-.profeflian

Neither can any Prince, Country, or 
humane power take away that defence, 
albeit they may determine the . part;- 
cular manner how to make the tryal, 
But in Ezglenyd it ſeemeth that the de- 
fence it ſelf is taken away, or- at leaſt 
the true liberty, means, and poflibility 
thereof. For how is it poſſible, for ex- 
ample ſake, thar a Man ſtanding at the 
Bar for his Tryal upon Life and Death,

which, eftentimes, is nothing but Con- 
fuſion, Partiality, and Rhetorical am- 
plification on the King's behalf by his 
Lawyers that talk for their Fees, that 
accuſe, and no Man 1s ſuffered to de- 
fend, inſtru, or ſpeak for the accuſed :

true Religion. --And as on the one fide, 
Chriſtian Charity moveth to wiſh that 
to Men accuſed for their lives, all lawful 
and reaſonable liberty of defence, and 
Tryal ſhould'be given ; ſo on the other 
{ide the ſame charity requireth that thoſe 
that ſhall be found culpable, ſhould 
without remiflion, or hope of pardon, 
be puniſhed, for the example of others, 
and for avoiding the great Infamy of 
our Nation, whereof I ſpoke before in 
the Second Chapter of this Part, touch- 
ing robbing upon High-ways. Perhaps it 
would not be amiſs for this purpoſe, that 
ſome diſtin&tion of puniſhments ſhould 
be made for that crime, from ſome other 
common theft, and of leſs offence and hurt 
tro the Commonwealth : and albeit the 
kind of Death upon theW heel in Fraxce and 
Flanders, for Murders and Thefts upon 
the Way, do ſeem over rigorous, and 
horrible, and no ways to be brought into 
our Country:; yet ſome other leſs ag- 
gravation i might be uſed with us, as it 
is.1n other Countries: as *namely, that 
their. Bodies might be left. unburixd - 
eng 


the place of Execution, for a memory 
and terrour unto others, as in all other 
Chriftian Nations commonly is ac- 
cultomed. The uſe alſo of the Romans 
to whip certain MalefaCtors ſomewhat 
rigorouſly before their death, did terrific 
many at that - time, which 'otherwilſe 
would not much have eſteemed: hangin} 
only : and the like effe&t ' it woulc 
work alſo by likelihood with us, if it 
were ' put -in "uſe. Some other puniſh- 


ments alſo ſhould Ye deviſed 'for _ 


thefts of little: quantity, for ſaving of” 


Man's Blood ; for that the cuſtom of bang- 
ing in Exelendfor lo {imalla fum, and quan- 
tity,as our Lawsappoint, is much reprehen- 
ded in all otherNations. But above all other 
things, good: and-effeCtual' means are to 
he ſought to divert Men from theſe. of- 
fences, and to make them hate and ſhun 
them ; and this ought to be the greater care 
of a Commonwealth, than to puniſh only 
ſuch as do offend, though this alfo ought 
not to be omitted : and what means may 
be uſed ro prevent the youth of Exgland, 
and avert them from this vice of ſtealing,
